ANNUAL  REPORT 
1943  -  1944 

Submitted  herewith  is  a  report  of  operations  of  the  Illini  Union  and  auxiliary 
enterprises  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1943  to  June  30,  1944.  The  departments 
included  are  the  General  Building  Operations,  Pood  Service  and  Bowling  Alleys 
of  the  Illini  Union  Building  and  the  Illini  Union  Bookstore,  which  is  located 
in  the  Arcade  Building.   The  Arcade  Bowling  Alley  and  Billiard  Room  were  closed 
permanently  on  April  1,  1943. 

Financial  statements  covering  the  individual  operation  of  each  unit  have  "been 
prepared  monthly.  The  following  consolidated  financial  statements  of  the  Illini 
Union  and  auxiliary  enterprises  are  attached  hereto: 

Schedule  A  -  Condensed  Consolidated  Balance  Sheet  as  of  June  30,  1944. 

Schedule  C  -  Condensed  Consolidated  Statement  of  Income  and  Expense  as

FINANCIAL  OPERATIONS  FOR  1943-1944 

Financial  operations  for  the  past  fiscal  year  were  none  too  satisfactory  with 
one  exception,  the  Illini  Union  Bookstore*  General  Building  operations  showed 
the  greatest  loss  ($42,366.32).  This  loss  was  inevitable  since  the  income  for 
this  operation  depends  almost  entirely  upon  student  fees.  Our  income  fell  off 
$34,346  over  the  previous  year.   Schedule  A  presents  a  condensed  consolidated 
balance  sheet  and  Schedule  C  a  condensed  consolidated  statement  of  income  and 
expense.   These  statements  may  not  be  particularly  significant  except  to  show 
the  combined  volume  of  all  units.  The  data  submitted  in  this  annual  report 
does  not  take  into  consideration  the  United  States  Navy  Training  School  (Signal) 
nor  the  Army  Specialized  Training  Program. 

Total  assets  as  of  June  30,  1944  amounted  to  $331,658.27.   This  figure  does  not 
include  the  value  of  the  Illini  Union  Building  nor  the  Arcade  Building  where  the 
Illini  Union  Bookstore  is  housed,  since  these  properties  are  rented  by  the  Univer- 
sity from  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation.   Current  assets  totaled 
$159,023.93  of  which  cash  amounted  to  $96,118.57,  and  $104,449.51  was  ear-marked 
for  the  replacement,  repair  and  maintenance  reserves  in  the  Illini  Union  Building 
and  Illini  Union  Bookstore.  The  cash  balance  as  of  June  30  is  very  low,  but  this 
is  normal  inasmuch  as  our  main  periods  of  cash  income  are  the  months  of  October 
and  February,  the  beginning  of  the  first  and  second  semesters  respectively, 
when  the  students  pay  their  "building  service  charge  and  it  is  also  the  peak 
period  for  the  Bookstore.   The  accounts  receivable  of  $12,876.82  are  ma.de  up 
for  the  most  part  from  funds  due  the  Food  Service  Department  from  the  United 
States  Navy  (Signal  Training  School)  for  messing  in  the  Illini  Union.   Inventories 
of  $50,028.54  consisted  of  $10,926.47  in  the  Food  Service  Department,  $36,195.53 
in  the  Bookstore  and  the  balance  represented  by  the  Bowling  Alleys,  Billiard  Room, 
Main  Desk  and  Fabric  Inventory.  Fixed  assets  of  $161,961.99  is  entirely  repre- 
sented by  furnishings  and  equipment,  except  building  improvements  of  $3,198.19. 
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Current  liabilities  as  of  June  30,  1944  amounted  to  $36,389.45.   Included  in 
this  amount  was  "Working  Capital  Due  University"  of  $3,612.37,  which  is  a  fund 
used  to  finance  Bookstore  inventory.   Also  included  in  this  sum  is  $10,948.72 
which  was  advanced  "by  the  Physical  Plant  department  for  expenses  incurred  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  Illini  Union.   The  balance  of  our  current  liabilities 
represents  outstanding  obligations  to  the  trade.  The  various  reserves  totaled 
$132,871.29.   The  reserve  for  Replacement  of  Furniture  and  Fixtures  amounts  to 
$51,727.71.  This  is  based  on  10$  of  cost  per  year  except  the  Bookstore  where 
a  flat  amount  of  $500.00  per  year  is  placed  in  reserve.  Repairs  are  on  a  reserve 
basis  at  the  rate  of  2^  per  year  and  are  charged  against  this  reserve  as  they 
occur.   The  balance  in  this  reserve  account  amounted  to  $4,322.56  as  of  June  30, 
1944.  Building  maintenance  for  the  Illini  Union  is  charged  on  a  flat  rate  basis 
of  $7,200.00  per  year  and  the  expenses  are  charged  to  this  fund  as  they  occur. 
The  reserve  for  furniture  and  fixture  repairs  (General  Building)  and  the  reserve 
for  building  maintenance  should  definitely  be  increased.  The  reserve  for  furni- 
ture and  fixture  repairs  (General  Building)has  a  deficit  of  $1,150.70  as  of 
June  30,  1944  and  the  reserve  for  building  maintenance  shows  a  balance  of  only 
$6,743.64.  With  the  building  valuation  placed  at  $1,200,000.00,  a  reserve  of 
$7,200.00  is  hardly  sufficient.  This  is  especially  true  with  this  tyce  of 
construction.  As  soon  as  it  is  possible  this  reserve  should  be  increased  to 
approximately  20$  of  the  value  of  the  Building.  The  reserve  for  Bookstore 
Working  Capital  represents  a  portion  of  Bookstore  profits.  June  30,  1943  this 
amounted  to  $16,000.00  and  was  increased  on  June  30,  1944  by  $11,000.00  making 
a  total  of  $27,000.00.   It  is  hoped  that  this  fund  can  be  built  sufficiently 
large  enough  to  make  borrowing  from  the  University  unnecessary.  The  Contingency 
reserve  of  $36,129.96  is  set  up  in  the  event  we  become  liable  for  the  Property 
Tax. 

Operating  surplus  as  of  June  30,  1944  was  $257.16.  The  following  is  a  breakdown 
by  department s! 

General  Building  $31,357.83 

Food  Service  19,109.71 

Bowling  Alley  4,605.46 

Billiard  Room  1,028.16 

Bookstore  6,871.66 

As  will  be  noted  our  furplus  has  reduced  tremendously.   This  is  due  largely  to 
the  deficit  incurred  through  the  General  Building  account  and  the  loss  in 
operating  the  Bowling  Alleys. 

Schedule  C  presents  a  consolidated  statement  of  Income  and  Expense.  Total  in- 
come amounted  to  $503,285.33.  Total  expenses  were  $538,110.11  which  resulted 
in  a  loss  from  operations  of  $34,824.78.  After  deductions  for  investments  in 
fixed  assets,  bookstore  working  capital,  bookstore  dividends  and  the  transfer 
of  certain  expenditures  to  the  Navy  contract  the  net  loss  deducted  from  surplus 
was  $40,812.18. 

GENERAL  BUILDING  OPERATION 

General  Building  Operation  refers  to  all  areas  of  the  Illini  Union  Building  ex- 
cept the  space  occupied  by  the  Food  Service  Department,  Bowling  Alleys  and 
Billiard  Room.   General  Building  includes  the  Lounges,  Browsing  Room,  Meeting 
Rooms,  general  offices,  ticket  offices,  fourth  floor  guest  rooms,  mechanical 
equipment  areas,  general  storerooms  and  office  area  used  by  the  Illini  Union 
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Board.   The  budget  policies  call  for  these  areas  to  he  operated  on  the  income 
derived  from  student  fees,  faculty  fees  and  rentals  from  the  Food  Service  Depart- 
ment, Billiard  Room,  Bowling  Alleys,  Alumni  Association  and  other  rentals  assumed 
by  the  University.   The  Food  Service  Department,  Bowling  Alleys  and  Billiard 
Room  assume  all  operating  expenses  of  the  area  they  occupy. 

The  General  Building  Budget  for  1943-44  showed  an  estimated  income  of  $105,531.00 
with  expenses  of  $143,000,00  which  was  reduced  by  $7,475,35  which  is  income  from 
the  United  States  Havy  for  use  of  the  building.   This  leaves  a  deficit  of 
$29,993.65.  Actual  income  amounted  to  $106,490.79  with  expenses  totaling 
$148,857.11  plus  Investment  in  fixed  assets  of  $1,268,65.   Income  from  the  United 
States  Havy  for  use  of  facilities  amounted  to  $8,701.03,  resulting  in  a  deficit 
of  $34,933.94  for  General  Building  Operations.  The  income  from  the  building 
service  charge,  both  student  and  faculty,  was  $82,660.10;  rentals,  $20,399.96, 
and  miscellaneous  income  of  $3,430.73. 

The  largest  single  item  of  expense  was  $53,942.40  which  is  the  cost  of  the 
building  and  furnishings  loan.   Other  items  of  expense  included  administrative 
expense  of  $20,754.04;  operating  salaries  and  wages,  $24,455.07,  and  reserves 
of  $31,770.48. 

Due  to  the  very  small  enrollment  it  was  inevitable  that  the  General  Building 
operate  at  a  loss.  The  major  source  of  income  is  from  student  and  faculty  fees, 
and  this  source  of  income  fell  off  tremendously.   Our  fixed  items  of  expense 
such  as  interest,  amortization,  reserves  for  taxes,  etc.  were  greater  of  this  coming 
year  inasmuch  as  our  case  concerning  our  liability  for  property  taxes  was  tried 
before  the  Champaign  County  Court  and  a  favorable  decision  was  rendered.   It 
i6  now  before  the  State  of  Illinois  Supreme  Court  and  should  they  uphold  this 
decision,  it  would  be  of  tremendous  help.   It  will  release  some  $36,129.96  which 
we  have  set  up  in  reserve  for  taxes  and  will  reduce  our  budgeted  expenses  by 
$17,000.00  per  year.  Our  future  seems  to  be  much  brighter  in  that  it  appears 
we  have  hit  the  bottom  this  year.  Our  enrollment  for  1944-45  is  much  greater 
than  was  anticipated  and  as  a  result  we  are  not  likely  to  have  the  deficit  from 
operation  as  was  expected,  and  we  can  surely  expect  that  1945-46  will  see  us 
operating  with  a  better  than  balanced  budget. 

FOOD  SERVICE 

The  Food  Service  Department  had  a  rather  unusual  operation  this  year.  On 
July  4,  1943  it  wee  necessary  to  close  all  food  service  areas  for  civilian  use. 
This  was  done  to  accommodate  messing  the  A.S.T.P.  unit  in  our  cafeteria. 
At  the  time  we  closed  it  was  expected  th«t  we  would  continue  to  be  closed  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  but  the  A.S.T.P.  grew  in  size  to  where  other  quarters 
had  to  be  activated.   On  October  22,  1943  we  reopened  for  civilian  use.   This 
was  after  the  opening  of  the  first  semester  and  most  students  lad  arranged  for 
meals  elsewhere,  a  great  many  on  a  contract  basis  for  the  full  semester.   Our 
first  few  months  of  operation  were  at  a  loss.  Although  we  had  these  problems 
to  surmount  our  patronage  held  up  very  well  in  comparison  to  the  previous  year. 

This  department  was  still  plagued  with  labor  trouble,  rising  cost  of  labor  and 
foodstuffs.   Our  wage  scale  was  increased  in  July  1943.  This  was  largely  caused 
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by  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  recruit  labor  from  out  of  the  Champaing- 
Urbana  area  to  staff  the  Ice  Rink  which  was  converted  into  a  mess  hall  for 
Armu  use.   It  has  "been  increasingly  difficult  to  operate  due  to  the  shortage 
of  full-time  labor,  and  part-time  or  student  employment  is  almost  nonexistent* 
This  fact  alone  forces  the  employment  of  full-time  help  which  is  much  costlier, 
to  do  the  work  formerly  done  by  part-time  help.   It  has  been  practically  impos*» 
sible  to  make  replacements  on  china  and  silverware.  Meat  and  vegetables  are 
becoming  increasingly  more  difficult  to  obtain.   In  view  of  these  problems  our 
loss  from  operations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1944  was  only  $2841.18. 
We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  open  for  Sunday  service  nor  have  we  been  able  to  do 
any  catering.   It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  we  will  be  able  to  open 
on  Sunday  and  do  a  limited  amount  of  catering,  such  as  teas  and  receptions. 

Gross  income  of  the  food  service  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1944,  totaled  $199,293.99  with  net  loss  from  operations  of  $2,841.18,  plus  invest- 
ment in  fixed  assets  of  $977,30,  amounting  to  a  loss  of  $3,818,48,   Gross  income 
by  months  of  the  four  units  of  the  Pood  Service  Department— Commons,  Tavern, 
Colonial  Room  and  Catering— is  shown  in  Schedule  H,  The  total  volume  of  the 
department  was  divided  between  the  units  as  follows:

As  will  be  noted  by  this  schedule  the  Commons  was  closed  to  civilian  use  in  the 
months  of  July,  August,  September  and  October.  The  Colonial  Room  also  was  closed 
for  most  of  this  period. 

Total  number  of  patrons  served  from  July  1,  1943  to  June  30,  1944  was  487,060. 
The  average  number  per  day  was  1,363,  and  the  average  check  was  40.2  cents. 

ILLINI  UNION  BOOKSTORE 

The  Illini  Union  Bookstore  had  a  very  satisfactory  year.  Although  the  civilian 
student  enrollment  was  down  considerable,  sales  to  the  Army  A.  S.T.P.  units  end 
Navy  Y-12  units  held  the  volume  up  and  afforded  opportunities  for  increased 
daily  sales.   Over  the  counter  sales  amounted  to  $102,617.06  and  sales  to  the 
service  units  were  $75,035,54.   The  sales  to  the  service  units  were  on  a  bid 
basis  and  as  a  result  out  gross  margin  on  these  sales  was  considerably  lower 
than  the  over  the  counter  sales.   However,  it  was  not  necessary  to  add  additional 
staff  or  increase  our  overhead  to  handle  these  sales,  and  the  profit  from  these 
sales  helped  materially  to  maintain  approximately  the  same  percentage  of  net 
profit  as  was  experienced  the  previous  year. 

The  gross  sales  for  the  year  1943-44  were  $177,652,60  as  compared  with  $150,171.78 
for  the  previous  year  (Schedule  P) ,  an  increase  of  .183  percent.  Net  profit  from 
operations  amounted  to  $14,238,52  or  8#  as  compared  to  $12,372,98  or  .084$  for 
the  previous  year.   Inventory  as  of  June  30,  1944  was  $36,195.53  as  compared  to 
$37,364.60  the  previous  year.   This  represents  an  inventory  turnover  of  approxi- 
mately four  times. 
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The  Illini  Union  Bookstore  is  a  cooperative  store.  All  students  and  faculty 
are   eligible  to  share  in  the  profits  by  saving  their  cash  register  receipts 
and  turning  them  in  at  the  end  of  the  year.   Following  is  a  comparison  of 
dividend  data  for  the  past  two  years  J

As  will  be  noted  the  1943-44  return  was  very  small.   This  is  somewhat 
understandable  in  view  of  the  general  unrest  and  exodus  of  students  during 
the  past  year. 

BOWLING  ALLEYS 

Bowling  Alley  operation  like  most  all  other  businesses  that  do  not  require 
skilled  labor  suffered  a  very  bad  year.     We  were  continually  handicapped 
by  a  shortage  of  pin  boys.  This  condition  exists  almost  universally, 
fturing  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  raise  both  the  price  of 
bowling  per  line  and  the  amount  of  money  paid  for  setting  pins.  We  raised 
our  bowling  prices  from  18^  to  20^  and  the  pin  boys  now  receive  8y  a  line 
instead  of  the  5^  formerly  paid.  Even  with  this  raise  it  has  not  been  able 
for  us  to  operate  profitable,  and  in  April  1944  the  condition  became  so  bad 
that  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  Alleys  on  May  1.  We  did  not  atteaiPt 
to  reopen  until  October  1,  1944. 

During  the  1943-44  fiscal  year  a  totsl  of  51,888  lines  were  bowled.   Gross 
income  from  regular  bowling  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $8,191.88; 
physical  education  bowling,  $1,915.00,  and  miscellaneous  income  of  $1,052.82, 
making  a  total  income  of  $11,159.70  as  compared  with  $19,283.80  the  previous 
year.  Expenses  amounted  to  $16,091.72  leaving  a  net  loss  from  operations  of 
$4,932.02. 

It  appears  as  though  the  coming  year  will  show  some  easing  up  in  the  pin 
boy  situation.  During  our  first  months  of  operation  in  the  fiscal  year 
1944-45,  we  were  able  to  show  a  profit.  We  have  accepted  two  leagues  for 
evening  bowling  which  will  tend  to  stabilize  our  operation  and  hold  pin 
boys.   In  normal  times  I  would  not  recommend  accepting  league  play  only  from 
students  and  the  leagues  we  now  have   (Physical  Plant  Employees  and 
Faculty)  should  only  remain  temporarily.  Physical  Education  bowling  has 
increased  considerably  and  will  help  materially  in  offsetting  any  deficit  that 
might  occur  through  operating  the  alleys  for  open  play. 

GAME  BOOM 

The  adding  of  five  pool  and  billiard  tables  has  helped  the  Game  Room  considerably* 
It  has  increased  the  use  of  this  room  along  with  providing  a  revenue  for 
the  General  Building.   There  is  now  charged  to  this  unit  a  rental  of 
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rentel  of  $1,200,00  per  year  for  rent  along  with  other  charges  for  maintenance. 
These  charges  were  formerly  absorbed  in  our  General  Building  expenses.  During 
the  fiscal  year  of  1943-44  income  from  billiards  and  pool  amounted  to  $4,983.18. 
miscellaneous  income  of  $333,63  or  a  total  income  of  $5,316.60.  Expenses  amounted 
to  $4,240.58,  leering  a  net  profit  from  operations  of  $1,076.22. 

In  addition  to  billiards  and  pool  there  were  23,771  table  tennis  paddles,  5,421 
decks  of  cards,  1,580  chess  sets  and  1,387  checker  sets  checked  out.  (Schedule  T). 
This  shows  a  large  increase  in  usage  with  one  exception,  that  of  table  tennis. 
It  was  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  table  tennis  tables  from  four  to  two  in 
order  that  we  accommodate  space  for  the  billiard  and  pool  tables. 

BESBBTATIONS 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1943-44,  it  is  surprising,  but  gratifying  to  find 
that  the  usage  of  the  building  has  increased  rather  than  decreased  over  the  1942-43 
period,  despite  the  drop  in  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  University. 
In  comparing  average  attendance  for  special  events  such  as  dances,  coffee  hours, 
music  hours  etc.  the  totals  for  thi3  may  be  slightly  lower,  but  the  number  of 
activities  and  the  normal  building  uses  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  the 
past  year  with  new  groups  of  students,  faculty,  alumni  and  servicemen  making 
the  Illini  Union  their  headquarters,  that  the  total  usage  of  the  building  has 
grown  from  an  estimated  85,696  to  117,347  this  year,  showing  an  increase  of 
31,651.  During  this  year  there  were  2,166  meetings  held.  Schedules  T,  V,  W, 
T,  AA,  BB,  DD,  PF,  HE,  JJ.) 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  past  year  89  requests  for  the  use  of 
the  Illini  Union  have  been  granted  to  different  branches  of  the  military  services 
including  the  following:   (Schedule  V). 

1,  Interviewing,  recruiting,  registration  and  examinations  by  Army 
and  Navy  groups,  including  V-12's,  A.S.T.P.1*,  S.T.A.B.«8,  WAC's,  WAVE»s, 
SPAR1 s,  aviation  cadets  and  Naval  Officer  Procurement  Board. 

2,  Dances  for  A.S.T.P.  and  7-12  companies. 

3,  All  Navy  Dances 

4,  Letter  recordings  for  A.S.T.P. 

5,  Student  groups  of  servicemen  re:  social  programs,  fraternity 
relations  and  foreign  languages. 

The  Reservations  department  has  assumed  a  new  function,  that  of  keeping  a  scrap 
book  of  all  items  of  interest  concerning  the  Illini  Union  and  its  activities. 
There  are  four  of  these  books.  One  is  a  publicity  scrapbook  in  which  all  items 
of  interest  from  any  of  the  daily  newspapers  are  kept  according  to  date.  Most 
of  the  clippings  are  from  the  Daily  Illini,  This  book  gives  a  complete  history 
of  the  Illini  Union  by  story  and  by  picture.  Beginning  in  the  Pall  these  books 
ere  to  be  placed  at  a  convenient  place  in  the  lounges  during  Coffee  Hours  or 
other  social  events,  so  that  the  students,  faculty,  alumni  and  friends  may  have 
the  pleasure  of  following  the  growth,  changes  and  expansion  of  the  building. 

The  second  book  is  a  scrapbook  containing  all  items  of  interest  collected 
since  the  opening  in  February  1941,  such  as  dance  programs,  conference  and 
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meeting  programs,  items  of  publicity,  birthday  cards  etc. 

The  third  and  fourth  book9  are  kept  more  for  the  use  of  the  building  itself 
in  planning  advertisements— one  book  is  for  all  general  ads  run  in  the  Daily 
Illini  and  the  other  is  for  all  ads  of  the  Illini  Union  Bookstore.   When 
planning  stories  and  publicity  for  the  opening  of  the  new  terms,  these  books 
have  proved  to  invaluable  in  their  use. 

We  have  thought  it  would  a  good  idea  to  have  a  radio  and  one  or  two  daily 
newspapers  placed  in  one  part  of  the  faculty  Lounge  and  announced  by  letter 
to  the  faculty,  Staff  and  Graduate  Students,  also  a  suprly  of  cards,  pads 
and  pencils  to  be  kept  in  the  game  room  for  use  at  any  time.   Many  times  during 
the  past  year  there  have  been  special  requests  by  faculty  people  for  the  use 
of  a  redio  for  special  broadcasts  of  newscasts.   The  radio  in  the  Pine  Lounge 
is  operated  by  the  members  of  the  student  radio  committee  and  many  times  these 
planned  programs  conflict  with  special  requests. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  building,  the  Faculty  Lounge  has  been  used  for  a  great 
many  purposes  other  than  originally  intended.  Due  to  the  lack  of  meeting  room 
facilities,  it  has  been  signed  out  regularly  for  all  types  of  meetings  and  there- 
fore belies  its  name  of  Faculty  Lounge.  Room  224  may  be  incorporated  into  this 
group  of  rooms  and  used  as  an  entrance  way  for  the  game  room  and  small  library 
adjoining  the  main  room  where  the  radio  and  newspapers  could  be  placed.   In 
this  way,  a  meeting  could  take  place  in  the  l?rge  room  and  yet  the  smaller  rooms 
would  be  available  and  would  offer  some  hospitality  for  our  faculty  and  alumni. 

The  need  for  meeting  and  conference  rooms  is  even  greater  than  ever  before. 
When  catering  goes  into  effect  again,  the  use  of  the  third  floor  rooms  as  meeting 
and  conference  space  is  cut  down  to  one-half  or  less  of  the  use  these  rooms  are 
now  h' ving.  With  only  three  small  not  well- ventilated  conference  rooms  in  addi- 
tion to  this  banquet  room  space,  it  is  only  possible  to  tr-ke  care  of  a  small 
number  of  daily  requests  for  meetings. 

Because  of  the  many  requests  for  refreshments  at  the  all-day  conferences,  recep- 
tions and  open  houses,  we  hope  that  something  in  that  line  of  service  can  be 
resumed. 

BROWSING  ROOM 

The  Browsing  Room  still  remains  one  of  the  more  popular  activities  of  the  Illini 
Union.   Even  though  our  student  enrollment  was  considerably  lower  than  the 
previous  yeer,  the  use  of  this  room  did  not  drop  materially.   The  total  number 
of  people  using  this  room  from  July  1,  1943  to  June  30,  1944  was  59,213,  compered 
to  61,022  the  year  previously.  There  are  approximately  1,500  books  on  reserve 
and  17  popular  magazines.  Few  books  are  added  constantly  so  that  the  collection 
remains  interesting. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DIVISION 
Summer  Session,  1943 

This  was  the  first  summer  session  composed  of  sixteen  weeks  and  considered  a 
full  semester— beginning  June  15  and  ending  October  2. 

With  the  enrollment  of  over  4,000  students,  V-12,s  ASTP's,  and  STAR1 s,  the 
Illini  Union  had  the  responsibility  of  planning  social  programs  and  coordinating

the  programs  with  those  already  set  up  for  civilians.   Since  the  service  students 
were  considered  a  part  of  the  University,  no  special  programs  were  planned  for 
them  exclusive  of  civilian  students. 

Only  four  of  the  nineteen  major  chairment  returned  for  the  summer  session.   The 
eleven  students  who  volunteered  to  fill  these  places  had  not  been  active  on 
Illini  Union  Committees,  hut  they  proved  to  he  some  of  the  most  capable  chairmen 
who  have  worked  in  the  Union.   They  volunteered  for  the  emergency  positions  which 
arose  and  filled  them  competently. 

There  were  182  students  participating  on  the  committees  and  they  planned  all  the 
programs  for  a  total  of  29,363  students  who  attended  the  events.   In  addition  to 
arranging  for  the  regular  parties,  the  Social  Director  assisted  the  Army-Navy 
groups  in  planning  private  parties.   For  the  first  ASTP  company  party  135  hostesses 
were  secured,   The  number  of  hostesses  needed  for  each  party  decreased  to  85,  65, 
35,  14,  11,  and  after  three  months  the  servicemen  had  become  acquainted  so  that 
they  arranged  their  own  dates  for  special  parties.   Hosts  were  also  secured  for 
women's  groups  which  planned  p-rties  for  service  students. 

The  following  programs  were  planned  and  executed  by  students  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Social  Director: 

I.  Special  Orientation  Functions: 

A.  Student  Activity  Night  -  June  12  «p»  For  civilian  students.  Presented  and 
explained  all  University  Activity  Programs  including  Illini  Union  Student 
Activity  Programs. 

B#  Servicemen's  Open  House  -  July  31«»  For  Servicemen.  To  acquaint  service- 
men, students,  and  faculty  with  the  Illini  Union  Activity  Program  and 
building  facilities.  All  Union  Committees  participated,  and  civilian 
students  were  considered  hosts  for  the  evening. 

II.  Functions  Continued  From  Previous  SeWster: 

A.  Music  Hours  -  Daily  classical  record  programs  in  the  General  Lounge.  A 
total  of  17  during  the  week. 

B.  Social  Dancing  Classes  -  Held  weekly.  One  hour  of  instruction  in  social 
dancing  given  by  Mrs.  Judith  Schwartz  of  the  Physical  Education  Department. 
One  end  a  half  hours  of  social  dancing  for  recreation,  and  a  mixer  dance. 

C.  Square  Dancing  Classes  -  Weekly  instruction  in  square  dancing  given  by 
Mrs.  Judith  Schwartz  of  the  Physical  Education  Department. 

D.  Illini  Union  Ballroom  Dances  -  Weekly  Saturday  night  dances  (Admission 
charge).   Some  mixers  and  some  couple  dances,  with  orchestra. 

Two  special  dances  -  Summer  Prom  on  August  7,  Victory  Dance  (Admission 

by  purchase  of  war  stamp)  on  September  18. 

Free  dances  for  all  students  on  June  12  and  July  31  as  part  of  Open 

House  programs.  All  civilian  and  service  students  were  admitted  free. 
E#  C6ffee  Hours  -  Weekly  social  hours  held  in  the  Pine  Lounge  to  provide  a 

time  when  students,  faculty,  and  trainees  could  meet  socially. 
F.  Club  Commons  -  One  performance  given  July  30  on  the  Illini  Union  Terrace. 

Dancing  and  a  floor  show  comprised  the  entertainment.  No  food  service 

available,  as  the  Army  was  being  served  in  the  Tavern. 
G#  Guide  and  Travel  -  Two  special  tours  of  the  campus  were  conducted;  one 

for  freshmen  and  one  for  trainees. 
H.  Tournaments  -  Bridge,  bowling,  chess,  checkers,  table  tennis.  A  chess 

exhibition  given  by  Professor  Max  Black  in  connection  with  the  chess 

tournament. 
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First  billiard  instruction  for  women  was  given  "by  Mr.  Water  Schwietzka 
and  Mr.  E.  J.  Schreiber. 

I.  Red  Cross  •*  Magazines  were  given  to  S.T,A#R.  *s,  scrap  "books  were  made. 
Material  for  making  scrap  "books  in  the  fall  was  collected.  The  committee 
members  provided  ushers  for  Sunday  movies  for  the  servicemen. 

J.  Cooperation  with  the  U. S.O.  -  Hostesses  were  provided  for  each  local 
U.S.O.  weekly.   One  weekly  program  planned  for  Champaign  U. S.O. 

K.  Russian  War  Relief  -  Provided  speakers,  talking  on  subjects  of  current 
interest.  Presented  for  the  committee  and  the  public  weekly. 

L.  Pep  Rally  -  Presented  September  17  for  the  first  football  game  of  the 
season,  with  Emoee  from  A. S.T.P. ,  first  women  cheerleaders  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  and  first  Princess  Illiniwek. 

M.  Office  Management  and  Posters  -  Combined  as  one  committee  to  handle 
publicity  and  general  office  work  for  the  all  Union  Committees. 

Hew  Functions  originating  During  the  Summer  Session: 

A.  Radio  Hours  -  The  change  in  the  character  of  the  work  of  this  committee 
during  the  Summer  Session  warranted  a  recommendation  by  the  Music  Hours 
chairman  that  it  be  changed  from  a  subcommittee  under  the  Music  Hours  to 
a  major  committee.   In  previous  semesters  the  Radio  Committee  presented 
only  radio  programs  of  classical  music,  comedies,  dramas,  etc.  During 
the  summer,  popular  records  were  added,  later  becoming  the  most  important 
portion  of  their  program.  Operators  became  hosts  and  hostesses  to  the 
servicemen  in  attendance,  and  the  purpose  became  specifically  to  provide 
relaxation  and  a  meeting  place  for  the  trainees  on  the  campus.  Attendance 
increased  from  an  average  of  90  a  week  to  an  average  of  700  a  week.  This 
program  originated  at  the  request  of  students  who  had  no  provisions  for 
using  their  own  records  and  machines,  since  fraternity  houses  were  being 
used  by  military  groups. 

B.  Pine  Lounge  Entertainment  -  To  provide  entertainment  between  the  dinner 
hour  and  the  time  for  the  regular  Saturday  night  dance.  A  floor  show  in 
the  Pine  Lounge  was  given  from  8:00  to  9:00  p.m.   It  was  inaugurated  and 
executed  by  the  Club  Commons  committee  as  the  Commons  could  not  be  used. 
The  Army  used  it  for  their  mess.  The  students  favored  Club  Commons  and 
did  not  want  to  give  it  up  entirely, 

C.  Terrace  Dance  «  The  first  Terrace  Dance  on  August  24,  in  place  of  dancing 
on  third  floor.  It  was  arranged  by  the  Social  Dancing  Committee.  Admis- 
sion was  free,  and  the  dance  was  well  attended.  The  chairman  recommended 
that  terrace  dances  be  given  regularly  next  summer. 

D.  Use  of  Piano  -  The  piano  used  during  the  previous  semester  by  the  Music 
Hours  Committee  in  their  activity  program  was  moved  from  the  third  floor 
to  the  Pine  Lounge  in  order  to  be  more  accessible.   It  was  made  available 
at  all  times  that  the  building  is  open,  and  was  used  constantly  by  all 
students. 

E.  Vespers  -  Cooperation  with  the  Y.W.C.A.  and  Y.M.C.A,  in  presenting  its 
Sunday  Evening  Vespers  took  several  forms.  An  Illini  Union  Represents 
tive  was  appointed  for  the  first  time  to  serve  on  the  general  committee. 
Financial  support  was  given  by  the  Illini  Union  Board,  and  the  Music 
Hour 8  Committee  furnished  records  whenever  they  were  needed  for  special 
programs. 
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F,  Hostess  Committee  -  This  committee  was  originated  to  provide  girls 
who  had  special  training  as  hostesses  for  any  Illini  Union  function 
needing  them.  They  were  hostesses  at  mixers,  Coffee  Hours,  dances 
etc.  This  committee  is  expected  to  have  many  opportunities  for  parti- 
cipating in  future  Illini  Union  events. 

G,  Publicity  ••  A  calendar  file  of  all  summer  University  events  was 
started  to  he  used  at  the  Information  Desk  of  the  Illini  Union  and  in 
Room  209.  A  special  weekly  bulletin  of  all  campus  events  was  made 

up  and  sent  to  the  Military  Department,  7-12  office,  and  student 
houses.  A  special  summer  council  of  representatives  from  student 
houses  met  weekly  to  take  activity  announcements.  An  Inter-Fraternity 
Council  of  A.S.T.P.  men  also  met  once  a  week  to  take  activity  announce- 
ments to  the  group  of  trainees.

First  and  Second  Semester  1943-1944 

>uring  the  year  the  student  body  was  made  up  of  civilians,  Y~12(Navy),  and 
LSTP(Army)  trainees.  The  Illini  Union  planned  social  programs  for  all  three 
groups  so  that  the  student  servicemen  could  find  their  recreation  on  the 
:ampust  Service  students  had  restricted  hours  so  it  was  necessary  to  make 
adjustments  in  order  to  coordinate  these  three  programs. 

3y  April  1,  only  500  of  the  4,000  ASTP!s  remained  on  campus.  This  affected 
attendance  of  all  functions.  Before  leaving,  many  service  students  made 
personal  calls  at  the  office  to  express  an  appreciation  of  Union  programs, 
and  the  fact  that  students  made  them  feel  a  part  of  tha  University.  Many  of 
them  expressed  a  desire  to  return  to  school  here  after  the  war.  Since  they 
sajne  from  many  different  states  a.nd  countries,  I  feel  that  this  created  good 
(fill  for  the  University.  They  were  regular  attenders  of  the  Music  Hours  and 
inspired  others  to  be  more  interested  in  classical  music. 
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Four  student  Board  members  returned  to  school;  one  man  entered  the  Navy  during 
the  summer.   The  consitution  requires  a  ration  of  three  men  to  two  women,  hut 
for  the  first  time  the  Board  was  forced  to  make  an  exception  as  only  two  men  ap- 
plied for  Board  positions  and  they  lacked  the  scholastic  requirements.   The 
directors  cooperate  with  the  Union  Board  and  the  Social  Director  in  planning 
policies  for  and  directing  the  programs.  Pour  of  the  student  Board  memhers  are 
not  heads  of  deprrtments,  hut  represent  Pan-fiellenic,  W.  G. S. ,  Interfraternity 
and  MIVA,  in  coordinating  the  work  of  the  Union  with  the  programs  of  their 
organization. 

The  Directors  of  last  year  suggested  that  publicity  was  one  of  the  weaknesses 
of  the  Union  organization.   This  year  the  Board  tried  to  improve  this  situation 
by  allowing  the  publicity  chairman  to  attend  all  Board  meetings  to  help  keep 
him  informed  of  all  events.  At  the  request  of  the  Army  trainees  the  Illini 
Union  calendar  has  been  made  up  to  include  special  programs  given  by  all  the 
churches  to  avoid  having  numerous  copies  of  each  program.  The  Board  is  trying 
to  work  out  a  pla.n  of  coordination  with  other  activities  in  every  possible  way, 
ae  many  of  the  programs  have  common  elements.  Dates  for  events  are  seheduled  after 
consulting  other  activities  so  that  major  events  are  not  all  given  at  one  time.

A.  New  Programs 

1.  Illini  "At  Ease"  Pine  Lounge,  held  weekly.  Began  as  a  Social 
Hour.  Hostesses  from  organized  houses  and  special  committees 
act  as  hostesses  for  servicemen  and  other  students  to  provide 
Sunday  evening  entertainment, 

2.  Sunday  Dancing  for  Servicemen  started  December  12.  The  only 
function  in  the  "building  not  open  to  all  men  and  women 
students.  The  original  plan  was  to  have  continuous  Sunday 
programs  in  the  building  from  3:00  to  8:00  p.m.  with  no  Sunday 
food  service.  The  plan  could  not  he  completed. 

3.  Illini  Town  Meetings,  held  weekly.  This  committee  was  organized 
by  a  group  of  ASTP't  interested  in  informal  discussion  with 
University  professors  on  current  topics.  At  their  request  the 
Illini  Union  sponsored  the  meetings  by  financing  them  and  giving 
them  a  place  to  meet. 

4.  Orientation  Program  for  freshmen  -  Tour  of  campus,  series  of 
Meetings  on  Illini  traditions,  social  cusomts,  history  of 
famous  Illini,  etc. 

5.  Daily  Radio  Hours.  The  Music  Hour  Advisory  Board  permitted  this 
committee  to  buy  popular  records  for  the  first  time.  The  service- 
men could  not  have  space  in  their  barracks  to  have  their  own 
library  or  records  with  them,  and  fraternity  men's  records  were 
stored.  Previously  only  classical  and  modern  records  were  owned 
by  the  Union. 

6.  On  December  16  an  all-Union  meeting  was  held  so  as  to  acquaint 
all  committee  members  with  sub-chairmen,  iftajor  chairmen,  and 
board  members. 

7.  Host  and  Hostess  Committee.  This  group  is  trained  and  supervised 
by  the  Social  Director.  They  are  available  for  all  student 

and  faculty  entertainment. 

8.  Student  Information  Committee  in  booth  on  firrt  floor.  This 
committee  has  general  University,  activity,  fraternity  information 
etc.   This  was  helpful  to  new  servicemen  and  students.  The  Illio, 
the  Illini,  student  directory  and  all  publications  were  made 
available  at  this  booth. 

9.  Special  Friday  Night  Entertainment  on  alternate  Fridays  -  Movies 
and  style  show.   The  style  show  was  given  at  the  reouest  of  and 
planned  and  managed  by  the  men  students. 

10.  The  Christmas  Cotillion  (formal)  and  the  New  Year's  Dance  (informal 
had  not  been  held,  as  students  had  been  away  for  vacation.   The 
New  Year's  Dance  was  planned  by  the  Illini  Union,  but  due  to  a 
misunderstanding  concerning  the  use  of  the  Navy  Band,  it  was  not 
permissible  to  charge  for  the  affair  according  to  the  Music  Union, 
so  the  University  accepted  the  financial  responsibility.

TRENDS  OF  1943-44 

1.  Increase  in  number  of  students  working  on  committees  in  spite  of 
decreased  enrollment.

2.  Increased  interest  in  recreation.   (The  Homecoming  Dance  at  the 
Gym  was  a  sell-out  and  300  couples  attended  the  Union  Dance.) 

3.  Increased  general  use  of  the  building,  lounges,  etc.   Increased 
interest  in  hobbies. 

4.  Interest  in  observing  all  regular  traditional  days.  The  war  was 
not  used  as  an  excuse  for  cancelling  special  celebrations. 

5.  More  of  the  major  committees  rre  combining  forces  to  take  the 
responsibility  for  one  event.   In  many  cases  three  committees  have  worked 
together  on  one  program. 

6.  More  changes  and  replacements  of  major  chairmen  and  directors  due 
to  February  graduation  and  leaving  the  campus  for  military  service. 

7.  More  students  leave  town  during  the  week-ends  to  visit  their 
sweethearts  at  camp  and  their  families.   Only  one-day  vacation  was  given 
at  Thanksgiving  time,  but  the  majority  of  students  left  the  campus  from 
Wednesday  until  Sunday. 

8.  Students  graduating  in  three  years  and  having  less  interest  in 
working  in  activities  as  their  time  in  school  is  too  short  for  them  to 
work  up  to  the  top  positions  and  make  honoraries.  Membership  in  honoraries 
and  the  honor  of  holding  a  major  position  always  serves  as  a  motivation. 

9.  Some  married  students  in  each  group.   In  most  cases  these  students 
do  not  have  much  interest  in  activities. 

16.  Record  music  has  been  substituted  for  orchestras.  Formerly  the 
orchestra  seemed  to  be  the  major  interest,  but  now  the  students  do  not  seem 
to  object  as  the  records  give  them  a  variety  of  their  favorite  orchestras. 

11.  A  minimun  of  decorations  have  been  required. 

12.  War  stamp  corsages  hpve   been  substituted  for  flowers  and  War  Stamps 
have  been  sold  at  all  the  major  events, 

IS.  There  is  a  trend  toward  students  being  careless  about  their  dress 
and  wearing  sports  clothes  at  all  occasions. 

14.  The  favorite  program  of  the  year  seems  to  be  the  University  Sings. 

15.  The  Mardi  Oras  was  the  first  occasion  upon  which  every  student 
organization  made  some  contribution  in  carrying  out  the  plans.   They  all 
worked  as  a  unit  with  the  planning  of  this  major  event  of  the  year.   This 
will  no  doubt  become  a  traditional  event  at  the  request  of  the  students. 

16.  Army  committees  were  organized  to  help  make  civilians  feel  at 
aome  in  the  Pine  Lounge  as  the  civilian  men  felt  conspicuous  because  of 
their  small  number. 

17.  Increased  interest  in  social  forums.   Social  Director  held  forums 
in  student  houses.   They  could  not  fill  all  requests. 

18.  Woman  have  played  new  roles  -  cheerleaders,  M.C.'s  at  Club  Commons 
Floor  Shows,  Princess  Illiniwek,  Etc. 

19.  All  organizations  cooperate  in  publicity  due  to  fewer  Illini  editions. 
Events  of  all  organizations  are  publicized  in  the  weekly  union  bulletin, 
distributed  to  all  students  and  servicemen.

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CHAHT  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  ORGANIZATION 
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c 

Introduction 

Tho  Illini  Union  has  as  its  chief  objective  the  development  of  tho  social 
phase  of  the  students'  life.  It  considers  the  social  phase  ono  of  tho  essential 
educational  phases  of  our  present  society.  This  goal  was  taken  into  considera- 
tion in  all  plans  formulated  for  tho  year.  The  complete  organisation  can  be 
compared  to  the  basic  organization  of  a  miniature  government,  and  a  general 
pattern  for  any  organization  in  which  students  may  work  after  graduation. 

With  U,000  women  enrolled  at  the  University  in  the  fall  and  with  tho 
reduced  enrollment  of  men,  tho  work  of  the  Social  Director  took  on  a  new 
function.  During  the  past  year  efforts  had  been  concentrated  on  building  up 
the  moralo  of  tho  Army-Navy  groups.  However,  increased  enrollment  of  women 
changed  tho  situation  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  think  in  terms  of  keeping 
up  the  morale  of  the  women  who  were  in  need  of  new  types  of  social  programs. 
This  required  thought,  planning,  and  new  programs  «  The  variety  of  activities 
was  planned  according  to  the  requests  mado  by  students. 

This  was  the  socond  summer  session  composed  of  16  weeks  which  constituted 
a  full  semester.  The  enrollment  was  2,225»  In  addition  to  civilian  students 
there  were  units  of  ASTR's  and  V-12»s.  Only  6  of  tho  26  former  major  chairmen 
roturncd  to  school.  Four  acted  as  directors  and  two  as  major  chairmen.  Twenty 
committees  functioned  during  the  summer.  The  majority  of  committoe  workers  wore 
women.  During  the  summer  only  one  man  served  as  Board  member  and  all  women 
servod  during  the  regular  term. 

As  an  emorgoncy  measure  during  tho  fall  semester,  5  women  servod  as 
diroctors.  According  to  the  constitution  there  should  be  no  more  than  3  me*1 
nor  more  than  3  women.  Since  veterans  are  returning,  men  are  working  on 
committees  and  are  being  groomed  for  future  directorships.  During  the  regular 
term  a  total  of  6  departments  with  35  major  chairmen  planned  and  supervised 
all  programs . 

Illini  Union  Board 

All  of  the  activities  in  the  Illini  Union  Building  are  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Illini  Union  Board  which  determines  genoral  policies  for  the 
student  activities  in  the  Union  Building.  The  Board  meets  once  a  week.  It  is 
composed  of  16  members — 10  students  and  6  faculty  members.  Six  students  aro 
elcctod  as' diroctors  and  four  students,  the  presidents  of  Panhollenici  Inter- 
fraternity,  MIWA,  and  W.G.S.  serve  as  cx-officio  members  to  coordinate  tho  work 
of  the 'Union  and  tho  work  of  their  activity;  A  representative  from  the  Daily 
Illini,  the  publicity  director  of  tho  Union,  and  the  chairman  of  the  offico 
management  committee  attend  all  Board  mootings  as  non-voting  members. 

Cooperation  with  Organizations 

A.  Studont  Organizations 

1.  All  studont  activity  organizations  oooporatcd  to  give  tho 
Illini  Pow  Wow  to  earn  money  for  studont  Rod  Cross  fund* 

2.  In  maintaining  a  weekly  calendar  of  all  campus  events  both 
activity  and  academic.  All  were  asked  to  list  their  dates  in  advance 
and  to  try  to  plan  their  events  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  others. 
This  makes  it  possible  for  students  to  attend  more  ovents  and  to  avoid 
conflicts. 


3.   Information  Committco  operating  at  first  floor  ticket 
booth  cooperates  with  all  other  student  organizations  by  soiling 
stamps,  tickets,  and  by  being  responsible  for  getting  information 
from  all  committees  to  pass  on  to  inquiring  students. 

i;.  Major  chairmen  arc  scloctod  from  organizations  which  give 
special  training.  For  example,  W.A.A.  provided  Tournamonts  chairman. 
Alpha  Phi  Omoga  provides  Guido  and  Travol  chairman. 

B«  Now  Student  Organizations 

The  Union  assists  any  now  studont  organization  until  it  can 
become  established. 

1«  Veterans  Organization.  Providos  offico  space  and  financial 
assistance,  and  assists  in  planning  social  programs.  Gives  opportunity 
for  working  with  women  studonts.  Veterans  have  been  diroctcd  to  take 
part  in  social  and  recreational  programs  without  appearing  to  be 
solicitous  of  their  wolfarc. 

2.  Cooperation  with  Tom  Tom  (Campus  humor  magazine).  The 
Union  financod  the  first  survey  to"  get  student  opinion  of  the  need 
for  the  magazine  Office  space  was  provided  for  sotting  up  the 
organization  and  for  publishing  the  first  issue. 

C.  Organization  with  Spocial  Need 

1.  Financial  aid  to  MIWA  (Men's  Independent  Ward  Association). 
Because  of  reduced  enrollment  and  lack  of  money  from  dues,  the  Union 
has  assisted  MIWA  so  as  to  keep  the  organization  intact  until  the 
men  return  to  school. 

D.  University  Departments 

1*  Physical  Education  Department  for  Women.  Instruction  in 
social  and  square  dancing  given  by  Physical  Education  instructor 
first  semester.  Due  to  shortage  of  instructors  during  second  semester 
a  graduate  student  in  engineering  voluntccrod  to  teach  the  classos. 

2»  Browsing  Room  supplios  books  relative  to  current  programs. 

3»  School  of  Music*  Two  faculty  members  advise  students  who 
plan  and  oxocutc  weekly  programs  of  classical  music. 

h»     Freshman  Week  Committee.  Help  to  plan  orientation  programs 
and  open  housos  for  all  freshmen  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester. 
All  activities  were  oxplaincd.  University  officials  were  personally 
introduced  to  the  froshmen. 

5.  President's  office  finances  one-half  of  project,  Illio 
distribution  to  state  high  schools.  Coopcratos  with  Founder 's  Day 
program  in  wreath  laying  ceremony. 

6.  Illini  Union  Bookstore  cooperates  with  School  of  Journalism, 
(Advertising  classes  use  bookstore  as  laboratory  in  which  they  can  sco 
actual  results  of  ads.) 


7.  Mochanical  Engineering  Department  uses  building  as  field 
trip  to  observe  mechanical  equipment  of  building. 

8.  Military  Departments  (V-12«s  and  ASTR's).  Appointod 
committoos  of  students,  a  social  chairman  for  oach  company  to  holp 
plan  and  coordinate  social  programs.  This  group  had  representatives 
on  the  Pow  Mow  Committco  and  committoos  for  all  major  University 
functions. 

9.  Alumni  Association,  Changod  Department  of  Alumni  Affairs 
to  a  student  department  so  as  to  croato  closer  relationship  between 
students  and  Alumni  Association,  Financed  one-half  of  the  project, 
Foundor's  Day  program. 

10,  Athletic  Association-.  Assisted  in  planning  pep  rallies, 
selecting  cheerleaders,  selecting  Court  of  Honor,  selecting 
Athlotc-of-the-ycar.  Planned  special  dance  for  visitors  during 
basketball  tournamont  and  weekends  of  high  school  track  meets. 

11.  Visual  Aids.  Provided  free  movies  for  students. 
E.  Local  Organizations 

1.  The  Virginia  Theatre  ronts  slides  for  University  Sings 
and  provides  their  organist  without  charge, 

2.  Red  Cross.  Tho  studonts  cooperate  by  annual  financial 
contribution  during  National  Drive  and  by  assisting  local  Grey 
Ladies  in  providing  entertainment  at  Chanuto  Fiold  hospitals. 
Assist  with  any  current  local  Red  Cross  project. 

3«  National  Clothing  Drive.  Studonts  collected  5*000  pounds 
to  contribute  with  community  drive. 

h*  War  Chest  Drive.  Studonts  contributed  $5*290,63  to  local 
war  chest  drive. 

5»  U.S.O.  Student  committoos  provide  hostesses  and  plan 
programs  according  to  the  need  as  expressed  by  the  local  organization. 

6*  Chanuto  Field.  Union  provided  hostesses  regularly  for 
four  weekly  parties,  for  dance  instruction,  for  Officers'  Club,  and 
for  special  occasions  such  as  V-E  day. 

7.  Club  Commons  committco  furnished  entertainment  for  senior 
banquet  of  Mctcalf  High  School  and  for  faculty  dance.

The  University  Sings  were  the  most  popular  programs  of  the  year. 
The  Auditorium  was  always  filled  to  capacity  and  some  wore  turned 
away.  However,  the  oxponsos  for  these  programs  were  doubled  this 
year;  and  it  did  not  seem  practical  to  have  additional  programs  to 
try  to  meet  tho  need. 

The  classes  in  social  dancing  have  also  proved  very  popular  and 
valuable  to  students.  It  is  revealing  to  find  a  large  number  of 
students  who  have  had  no  opportunity  to  learn  dancing  or  to  danco 
in  their  local  communities. 

B.  Traditional  Days  Observed 

1.  Homecoming.  The  traditional  programs  were  held.  Two 
local  bands  replaced  the  usual  "name"  band.  Two  performances  of 
the  Stunt  Show  were  well  patronized.  An  unusually  large  orowd 
came  to  the  campus  and  all  events  were  successful. 

2.  Dad's  Day.  Tho  regular  program  was  held  and  the  committee 
cooperated  with  the  School  of  Journalism  and  Time  magazine  staff  by 
including  their  special  exhibits  of  techniques"  in  news  roporting 
and  map  making,  movies,  etc.  as  part  of  the  program.  The  date  was 

set  three  days  after  the  opening  of  school  so  all  plans  were  formulated 
during  the  summer — much  of  it  by  corrospondenco  with  student  chairman. 


3.  Mother's  Day.  Due  to  ruling  of  ODT  that  no  more  than  5° 
people  should  be  brought  for  special  meetings,  the  celebration  was 
planned  so  as  not  to  encourage  mothers  to  come.  However,  many 
mothers  of  soniors  camo  to  the  campus*  The  traditional  printed 
program  with  messages  from  the  President  of  the  University  and 
other  officials,  pictures  of  committcos,  listing  now  members  of 
Mortar  Board,  Shorter  Board,  Torch,  and  Sachem}  Shi-Ai  Sing  program, 
Theatre  Guild  play  cast,  etc.  was  mailed  to  the  mother  of  every 
student.  The  May  Queen  was  selected  and  crowned  at  the  regular 
Saturday  night  Union  dance.  Tho  feature  of  the  program  was  a  radio 
broadcast  by  students  and  University  officials. 

h*     Foundor's  Day.  The  program  consisted  of  tho  traditional 
wreath  laying  ceremony,  a' candlolight  scrvico  in  the  ballroom,  and 
an  open  houso  for  faculty,  alumni  and  studonts.  Representatives  from 
the  Army,  Navyj  and  Marines  were  guest  speakers. 

C,  Mar  Services 

This  department  was  assigned  the  majority  of  the  roqucsts  for' 
now  programs  during  the  year  as  they  logically  belonged  here.  This 
department  contributed  considerably  to  building  up  the  morale  of  the 
women  in  that  it  gave  them  opportunities  to  work  on  the  bond  and 
stamp  drive,  with  the  Red  Cross,  local  USO's,  war  chest,  Groy  Ladies, 
and  National  Clothing  Drive.  A  total  of  202  groups,  and  a  grand  total 
of  7,818  University  women,  entertained  scrvicomen  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  031#3°°  of  stamps  and  bonds  were  sold  during  the 
year  by  the  War  Savings  Committee*  This  was  an  increase  of 
$25,735»20  over  the  previous  year.  Thirty-four  organized  housos 
went  100$  on  war  stamps  during  the  7th  War  Loan  Drive.  This  meant 
that  each  member  of  the  house  bought  at  least  one  war  stamp  each 
week  of  the  drive. 

Red  Cross  committees  made  scrapbooks  and  scuffics,  knitted, 
and  conducted  registration  of  100  studonts  for  the  community  blood 
bank.  The  total  student  contribution  to  tho  Red  Cross  was  0U,6U6»U5 

Each  Wednesday  and  Sunday  the  local  Grey  Ladies  took  a  group 
of  co-eds  to  Chanutc  to  entertain  convalescent  soldiers.  Each 
Friday  the  co-ods  went  to  Chanutc  to  servo  as 'hostesses  at  the 
sports  arena,  scrvico  club  and  officers'  club,  and  on  Saturday 
afternoons  a  special  group  went  to  the  field  for  a  toa  dance  to 
entertain  the  men  who  work  the  swing  shift.  On  Thursday  25  co-eds 
went  to  Chanutc  Field  to  assist  in  toaching  the  officers  to  dance. 
Each  Sunday  U.0   to  50  girls  acted  as  hostesses  at  a  special  dance 
given  in  the  Illini  Union  for  all  servicemen.  Special. ASTR  and 
V-12  parties  were  also  given. 

The  U.S.O.  committee  sot  up  a  Christmas  shopping  service, 
wrapping  service,  and  sewing  scrvico* 

The  student  body  exceeded  its  quota  in  the  Local  War  Chest 
Drive  and  received  a  letter  of  commendation  from  National  Headquarters. 

Tho  Food  Scrvic6  Department  cooperated  with  Mortar  Board 
voluntcor  war  workers,  who  assisted  as  helpers  in  the  cafeteria 
to  alleviate  labor  shortage. 


Now  Functions  Initiated  in  I9U4.-I4.5 

A.  New  Student  Dcpartmont  of  Illini  Union  Board 

The  Department  of  Alumni  Affairs  was  organized  to  resume  some 
of  the  functions  formerly  performed  by  the  Student  Alumni  Association 
and  to  dovclop  new  services.  It  will  work  with  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion which  will  assist  in  tho  financing  and  planning  of  programs. 
Three  major  committees  sot  up  worot  Alumni  rolations,  Student 
rolations,  and  Special  Days.

5*  To  plan  meetings  and  promote  good  feeling  and  association 

between  Alumni  and  Students  of  the  same  community.

1.  T<*  plan  special  programs  for  recognition  of  athletes. 

2.  To  sponsor  athlctc-of-thc-ycar  in  cooperation  with  the  Daily 

Illini.

U»  To  plan  University  Founder's  Day. 

5«  To  plan  Homecoming  and  June  Class  rounions. 

6.  To  conduct  Annual  Membership  Drive. 

7«  To  plan  an  annual  Alumni  Rally. 

8.  To  collect  material  on  Gold  Star  Illini,  and  History  of  World 

War  II. 

9.  To  help  carry  on  personal  correspondence  with  sorvicomen. 

10.  To  aim  toward  post-war  recstablishmont  of  University  traditions. 

B.  Constitutional  Changes 

The  addition  of  the  new  student  department  necessitated  the 
following  changos:  In  Article  II,  Section  I  of  tho  constitution, 
the  words  "and  the  Department  of  Alumni  Affairs"  were  added. 
Throughout  tho  constitution  tho  number  of  departments  was  changed 
from  five  to  six  so  as  to  include  tho  Department  of  Alumni  Affairs. 
Article  II;  Section  III,  describing  the  Department  of  Alumni  Affairs 
under  the  old  organization,  was  deleted  so  as  not  to  conflict  with 
the  now  organization  as  a  student  department.

U.  S.S.O.  Club  (Soldiors-Sailors-Officcrs  Club).  This 
committee  was  organized  at  the  request  of  a  17-year-old  junior 
woman  who  wantod  some  way  of  mooting.' the  members  of  the  ASTR's, 
The  first  party  was  held  Novombcr  11,  19ljU»  The  S,S,0.  Club  was 
formed  as  a  committoo  which  actod  as  hostesses  who  mado  intro- 
ductions and  planned  entertainment.  Colonel  Sparks  and  Lieutenant 
Blake  each  appointod  social  chairmen  among  their  Army-Navy  units 
to  work  with  the  girls  in  making  the  plans.  These  parties  were 
given  on  third  floor  on  Saturday  nights. 

April,  19U5*  tho  field  furnished  transportation  for  girls 
to  go  to  the  field  to  dance  with  officers  on  Friday  nights.  Enter- 
taining officers  at  Chanuto  was  more  successful  than  trying  to 
bring  the  officors  to  tho  Union, 

5»  Distribution  of  Illios.  This  committee  formerly  functioned 
as  a  sub- committee  of  Office  Management.  106  Illios  were  sent  to 
high  schools  and  a  "Lend  Lcaso"  plan  was  inaugurated.  Letters  were 
written  to  schools  asking  them  to  mail  their  Illio  to  a  nearby 
school  to  be  used  for  a' few  months.  Some  of  the  schools  objected 
to  giving  up  thoir  copy,  and  suggested  that  the  price  be  reduced 
so  each  school  could  buy  their  own.  New  Illios  will  be  provided 
each  high  school  about  every  three  years .TKis*  committee  will 
continue  next  year  and  will  be  given  additional  responsibility  in 
collecting  all  the  copy  for  the  Illini  Union  section  in  the  Illio 
and  in  being  rcspons  bio  for  arranging  for  all  pictures  to  be  taken. 

D.  Major  Committees  Discontinued  and  Changed 

1,  Major  Committees  Discontinued 

(a)  At  Ease.  This  committoo  has  been  discontinued 
because  it  was  set  up  originally  to  entertain  servicemen 
from  6*30  to  8:00  every  Sunday  evening.  Women's  organiza- 
tions ontcrtaincd  with  group  singing,  games,  etc,  With 
tho  continuous  reduction  of  tho  number  of  students  in  Army 
and  Navy  units  and  the  opening  of  fraternity  houses,  the 
need  became  less  and  loss. 

(b)  Special  Dancos.  This  committee  was  merged 
with  the  Union  Dance  Committee,  Due  to  the  reduced 
enrollment,  the  dances  in  Huff  Gym  were  not  financially 
successful  and  the  Board  did  not  wish  to  keep  a  committoo 
which  did  not  have  a  definite  function.  All  special  dancos 
were  held  in  the  Illini  Union  Ballroom  so  did  not  roquirc 

a  separate  committee, 

2.  Major  Committee  Changes 

(a)      Names-- 

(l)  Music  Hours   to  Classical  Music  Hours 
(0)  Radio  Hours   to  Popular  Music  Hours 
(Changes  mado  so  that  names  would  bo  less   con- 
fusing and  would  give  proper  connotation, ) 


(b)  Department 

(1)  Founder's  Day  was  changed  from  the 
Department  of  Special  Affairs  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Alumni  Affairs. 

(c)  Host  and  Hostess  Committee,  Reorganized  as 
sub-committees  under  each'  committee  needing 
hostossos  for  its  function.  This  proved  to 
be  more  offective  and  simplified  the  train- 
ing program  for  each  event. 

(d)  Red  Cross  Committee.  Became  a  Red  Cross 
college  unit  as  a  result  of  the  studont 
committee  chairman  and  War  Service  director's 
petition  to  the  National  Red  Cross  Organiza- 
tion for  a  charter. 

E.  New  Services 

1.  The  Office  Management  Committee  averaged  60  to  65  hours  of 
work  per  week.  These  students  had  previous  office  experience  and 
some  had  stenographic  experience  so  they  did  work  which  formerly 
would  have  been  done  by  students  paid  at  the  rate  of  1+0/  per  hour. 

A  mimeograph  machine  was  purchasod  and  approximately  $250  worth  of 
mimeographing  was  done}  by  student  workers. 

2.  Orange  Star  Illini  Room,  The  Union  manager  provided 
space  in  the  mozzaninc  floor  of  the  Game  Room  for  the  Red  Cross 
committee  work  room. 

3.  Room  322,  The  Union  manager  had  a  temporary  wall  made 
in  Room  322  and  gave  students  use  of  one-half  of  it.  This  helped 
considerably  in  granting  student  requests  for  a  place  to  rehearse 
dancing  and  entertainment,  to  paint  scenery,  to  hold  large  meetings, 
etc.  The  first  temporary  office  of  Tom  Tom  magazine  was  set  up  in 
this  room  and  served  it  sufficiently  in  producing  the  first  issue. 

!+•  A  metal  cabinet  was  provided  in  tho  student  office.  This 
helped  the  office  management  committoc  to  function  moro  efficiently, 

5#  Illini  Union  Tower  column  in  Daily  Illini »  This  condenses 
announcement  of  all  Illini  Union  events  in  one  column  and  helps  to 
keep  students  better  informed, 

F,  New  Programs 

1,  Illini  Pow  Wow 

This  event  was  formerly  sponsored  by  Mortar  Board  to 
raise  money  for  the  studont  quota  for  Rod  Cross,  This  is 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Union  that  an  event 
has  been  held  in  which  28  student  organizations  participated. 
This  was  the  first  event  sponsored  by  the  Union  in  which 
one  of  its  original  purposes  was  realized  in  that  tho  work 
of  many  organizations  was  cooperated  harmoniously. 


2.  Chanutc  Field  Dances 

This  program  was  started  in  August;  19W+*  A  total 
of  7»818  University  rnvicn,  in  202  groups,  entertained 
scrviccncn  during  the  year.  This  providod  a  social  even- 
ing for  the  University  women  and  also  furnishod  entertain- 
ment for  sorviccmen  and  provision  for  making  friendships, 
Friday  nights  the  girls  pay  their  own  transportation  and 
on  Saturday  afternoon  transportation  is  furnished  by  the 
field.  A  spocial  dance  was  held  at  the  field  on  V-E  day 
as  all  men  were  restricted, 

3.  Orango  Star  Illini  Award 

In  cooperation  with  Daily  Illini,  Theatre  Guild, 
Y.M.C.A.,  Y.W.C.A.,  and  Illini  Vctorans,  an  award  was 
given  to  the  student  who  had  don  -  the  laoet  war  work. 
The  idea  was  initiated  to  stinulato  interest  in  war 
work.  Complete  records  of  each  student  were  kept  and 
the  award  was  made  on  the  basis  of  actual  hours  spent 
on  war  work. 

Tjcncral  Policies 

1.  To  plan  programs  for  recreation  which  will  also  provide  learning 
situations  and  give  experience  in  planning.  Actual  situations  arc  created 
so  that  students  will  have  experience  which  will  help  them  to  learn  to  mako 
decisions,  to  work  out  compromises,  to  work  with  pcoplo,  to  dovclop  a  sense 
of  responsibility  and  other  qualities  necessary  for  them  to  become  effective 
citizens  in  a  democracy. 

2.  To  provide  for  leadership  training. 

(1)  To  provide  experience  in  working  with  a  group  and  with 
individuals.  Directors  and  major  chairman  arc  allowed  to  use 
initiative  in  planning.  They  arc  encouraged  ifco  have  idoas  and  to 
mako  plans  to  put  them  into  practice. 

(2)  The  chairman  of  the  Board  has  students  preside  at  Board 
meetings.  Gives  them  instructions  in  proper  procedure,  etc. 
Quotation  from  letter  from  a  former  student  director:  "I  approciatc 
the  opportunity  Professor  Goblc  has  given  me  to  preside  at  meetings 
of  the  Illini  Union  Board.  They  have  given  me  valuable  experience 
as  a  chairman  and  have  also  given  me  a  feeling  of  the  actual 
responsibility  of  a  leader  which  is  mine  as  a  student  chairman." 

After  graduation,  student  directors  repcatodly  write  to 
express  their  realization  of  the  educational  value  of  the  Union  as 
they  attempt  to  become  oriented  to  their  first  job. 

Quotation  from  recent  lottcr  from  former  director:  "I 
have  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  work  of  a  Director  of  the  Illini  Union. 
It  has  increased  my  knowledge  and  interest  in  problems  relating  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  University  student.   It  has  acquainted  mo 
with  a  vast  growing  number  of  facilities  and  organizations  in  the 
University.   It  has  filled  my  leisure  time 'w'i'th  interest  and'  varied 
activity  which  seem  T?b  have  real  value  for  the  student.  It  helped 
me  to  serve  and  trained  me  in  administrative  work  and  in  group 
parti  cipation • " 


3«  To  give  progressive  training.  The  group  of  frcshncn  connittcc 
nonbers  was  600.  The  number  promoted  as  sophonorc  sub-chairmen  was  300; 
as  junior  najor  chairncn  60;  as  senior  directors  10, 

U.  To  give  students  training  in  setting  up  organization  for  an  event 
and  advico  on  special  problcns. 

(1)  Open  Door  Policy.  The  Social  Director  attempted  to  make 
herself  more"  available  and  worked  out  the  plan  of  having  "open 
doors"  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  fron  3*00  to  5:00.  Too  many 
students  remarked  that  they  could  not  get  in  to  sec  the  Social 
Director  and  this  new  policy  has  remedied  the  situation.  Students 
do  not  like  the  idea  of  too  much  formality. 

5«  To  assign  work  to  students  whenever  possible  Formerly  chaperons 
and  faculty  wives  poured  at  Coffee  Hours  and  assisted  as  hostesses  at 
rccoptions, 

6.  Committees  arc  discontinued  when  they  cease  to  have  useful  function. 
New  ones  arc  created  according  to  requests  of .students  and  need  required  by 
present  conditions.  The  war  was  not  used  as  an  excuse  to  discontinue  programs. 
It  seems  practical  to  have  them  modified  rather  than  to  deny  students  the 
advantage  offered  by  them. 

7»  To  promote  use  of  building  as  a  central  meeting  placo  for  all 
students,  staff,  and  alumni. 

8.  To  provide  meeting  rooms  and  dance  halls  for  all  student  organizations 
without  charge. 

9«  To  keep  about  two-thirds  of  the  programs  continuous  during  the 
sunmor  session— to  accommodate  students  participating  in  the  accelerated 
program.  Previously,  summer  students  had  little  opportunity  for  activity 
experience. 

10.  To  cooperate  with  all  National  and  local  organizations.  All  pro- 
grans  wore  adjusted  to  comply  with  the  11:30  curfew  hour  during  the  months 
of  February  through  April  as  the  result  of  a  request  from  the  War  Production 
Board. 

Trends  of  19L|i4-!4.5 

1*.  During  this  year  there  has  been  more  cooperation  with  other  studont 
organizations  and  less  criticism  of  the  Union  by  other  studont  organizations. 
In  the  past  there  has  seemed  to  be  a  feeling  that  the  Union  may  be  trying 

absorb  other  organizations  and  it  seems  now  that  it  is  understood  better 
that  it  is  set  up  as  a  service  organization  to  help  other  organizations  rather 
than  to  absorb  them.  In  planning  the  Illini  Pow  Wow,  28  organizations 

Jopcratod.  This  was  the  first  event  which  the  Union  succooded  in  harmonious 
cooperation  of  all  organizations. 

2.  There  was  an  increase  in  cooperation  of  Union  committees.  This 
>oporation  between  committees  has  given  students  a  better  understanding  of 
the  student  activity  organization  and  has  helped  them  to  get  acquainted  with 
)thcr  students  in  the  activity.  When  special  events  were  planned,  instead 
of  appointing  new  committees,,  present  onos  wore  asked  to  coopcratc--Coffco 
Hour  planned  Founder's  Day  Reception;  Information  sold  tickets  for  all 


connittcos  and  the  regular  Publicity  Connittcc  helped  with  all  special  events. 
For  the  Open  House  all  the  Union  connittccs  cooperated  with  the  Orientation 
Connittcc  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the  free  program  for  the  evening.  For 
the  Pew  Wow  various  Union  committees  cooperated  with  the  Red  Cross  Connittcc 
in  publicity,  ticket  soiling,  making  roon  arrangements,  and  contacting  the 
participating  organizations. 

3»  Programs  continue  to  expand  so  that  many  services  are  carried  on 
outsido  the  Union  building.  Six  groups  go  to  Chanutc  Field  each  week. 
Permits  from  home  arc  checked  for  each  student.  The  majority  of  special 
day  events  arc  held  in  other  buildings. 

U»  Increase  of  number  of  women  students  required  concentration  on 
planning  programs  to  keep  up  the  morale  of  the  women— formerly  concentration 
was  en  building  morale  of  service  students.  The  reduction  of  the  Army-Navy 
units  was  the  significant  factor  in  this  situation. 

5.  There  was  a  general  disinterest  in  dress  among  students  and  an 
effort  was  made  to  try  to  keep  up  their  interests  since  the  men  students 
conplaincd  considerably  about  women's  lack  of  interest  in  dress.  The 
returning  veterans  ask  what  has  happened  to  the  well-dressed  co-eds  they 
used  to  know.  An  effort  was  made  to  raise  the  standards  of  dross  requiring 
students  to  dress  up  for  Saturday  night  and  Sunday  afternoon  dances. 

6.  Increase  in  total  number  of  committee  workers,  especially  among 
underclassmen. 

7.  Increase  in  number  of  independents  working  on  committees.  The 
proportion  of  Greeks  and  independents  is  almost  equal. 

8.  Increase  in  number  of  graduate  students  working  on  committees. 

9.  Increase  of  approximately  2,000  in  attendance  at  events.  This 
shows  a  marked  increase  in  interest  among  general  student  body  as  the  largo 
Amy- Navy  groups  of  last  year  attended  all  events  regularly. 

,  Financial  Summary 

In  spite  of  the  rcducod  enrollment  of  men,  the  year  has  been  successful 
financially.  The  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  arc  self-supporting.  Money 
oarncd  by  charging  admission  to  certain  affairs  is  used  to  pay  the  expenses 
for  all  the  other  activities.  The  major  part  of  the  income  is  from  Saturday 
night  dances, 'Club  Commons,  and  traditional  days.  A  student  treasurer  keeps 
all  the  books,  handles  the  money  and  pays  the  bills.  Ho  also  sits  as  a  member 
of  the  Illini  Union  Board  to  give  financial  recommendations  and  to  keep  the 
Board  informed  as  to  the  state  of  the  treasury  so  they  nay  have  information 
in  passing  on  requests  for  expenditures, 

IUSA  operates  under  a  budget  planned  a  year  in  advance  by  students. 
Each  function  of  the  Board  has  a  budget.  It  is  necessary  for  students  to 
manage  the  function  so  that  it  will  always  be  within  tho  budget  as  to 
oxpense  and  inconc.  This  introduction  to  budget  accounting  is  in  many 
cases  a  student's  first  experience  with  this  kind  of  record  keeping.  It 
is  of  trcnondous  advantage  to  students  in  later  life.

Each  student  writes  a  complete  report  to  be  left  in  the  file  for  the  use 
of  his  successor.  The  reports  contain  complete  procedures  for  the  work  of  tho 
committee  and  recommendations  for  the  future.  Tho  following  suggestions  were 
nadc  by  student  chairmen. 

1.  Give  more  publicity  to  students  working  in  the  Union.  Publicity 

for  Union  events  is  the  woakest  department  in  the  Union.  It  definitely  should 
be  headed  by  a  man  or  some  student  who  has  had  some  experience  in  promotion. 

2,  Continue  weekly  Board  reports  by  the  directors  as  it  is  valuable 
in  keeping  each  chairman  interested  and  in  giving  students  experience  in 
speaking  before -groups. 

3«  Rcquiro  weekly  meetings  with  the  Director  and  her  chairmen. 

U.  Work  out  a  plan  to  include  women  as  hostesses  who  arc  not  members 
of  W.G.S.  organized  houses  and  sororities. 

5.  Encourage  students  to  plan  all  events  more  in  advance. 

6.  Use  third  floor  for  mixer  dances  whenever  possible  since  it  is  much 
easier  to  conduct  them  there. 

7»  Have  more  Club  Commons  shows. 

8.  Attempt  to  get  permission  to  use  some  decorations  in  the  Union 
Ballroom. 

9.  Have  the  Union  Show  student  written  and  have  this  fact  publicized 
early  in  October.. 

10»  Plan  orientation  meetings  and  social  occasions  so  that  all  freshmen 
working  on  different  committees  of  the  Union  may  become  acquainted. 


ll«  Organize  a  talent  committee  as 'it  is  needed  for  dances^  sings, 
Club  Connors,  Friday  Night  Sntcrtainnor.t,  and  for  special  local  events. 

12.  Develop  the  Guido  and  Travol  Service  Committee.  Plan  noro  tours 
so  that  all  students  nay  learn  norc  about  tho  campus. 

13»  Revive  the  high  school  relations  conmittco  as  soon  as  possible  so 
that  students  will  have  sonc  direct  contact  with  high  schools. 

lUj  Find  norc  work  for  the  pep  rally  conmittco  as  it  is  practically 
inactive  curing  second  semester.  During  tho  past  year  no  basketball  datos 
coincidod  with  the  sings.  This  committee  has  charge  of  the  key  award  dinner 
and  could  be  given  the  responsibility  of  helping  to  select  the  Big  Ten  Court 
of  Honor.  The  chairman  rocoramended  that  girl  cheerleaders  be  used  for  the 
coming  year  since  the  V-12's  could  not  go  to  the  Northwostcrn  game  and 
Illinois  had  no  cheerleaders  at  this  game. 

15«  When  possible  provide  a  dial  phone  in  the  student  office  as  almost 
daily  studonts  have  lists  of  20  continuous  calls  to  nakc  and  it  is  difficult 
for  the  switchboard  operator.

;     INTRODUCTION 

The  Illini  Union  has  as  its  chief  objective  the  development  of  the  social 
:ase  of  the  students'  life,  by  sponsoring  programs  of  a  social,  cultural,  and  educa- 
conal  nature.     The  programs  are  planned  for  the  students1   leisure  time.     These  goals 
rre  taken  into  consideration  in  all  plans  formulated  for  the  year.     The  Illini  Union 
insiders  the  social  phase  one  of  the  essential   educational  phases  of  our  present 
•ciety. 

During  the  sixteen-week  summer  session,   there  was  an  enrollment  of  l,86H 
icluding  U75  V-12e8,   375  ASTR's,   and  approximately  350  veterans.     Fifteen  committees 
[nctioned  during  the  summer.     The  president  of  IUSA  for  19^5-^6  was  in  summer  school 4 
Co  new  directors  including  1  man  were  appointed.     The  first  returned  veterans  made  a 
sight  difference  in  the  number  of  men  students  working  on  committees* 

There  were  12,958  men  and  9,3^5  women  making  a  total  of  22,303  students 
rgistered  during  the  school  year.     9»515»  ^»7«t^  mon»   *»536  of  these  being  veterans, 
<re  registered  the  first  semester.     12»7g3,  S^2^0  men,  5»^95  of  these  being  veterans* 
ire  registered  the  second  semester,     U »Y97  women  were  registered  the  first  semester

?to  1. 

Shortening  and  postponement  of  second  semester  and  cancellation  of  final 
jam  week  created  many  new  problems.     Many  adjustments  had  to  be  made  in  view  of  this; 
;at  is,  cancellation  of  some  programs  and  loss  of  money  on  band  contracts  due  to 
:ange.     The  wnole  calendar  was  so  crowded  with  activities  it  was  not  possible  for  it 
;  be  flexible  as  many  new  social  programs  were  revived  and  given  for  the  first  time 
jace  the  war, 

Many  programs  were  sponsored  off  campus  as  the  services  of  the  women  students 
rre  needed  at  Chanute  Held  five  days  each  week  and  also  at  local  USO's* 

.     ILLINI   UNION  BOARD 

All  the  activities  in  the  Illini  Union  Building  are  under  the  supervision 
)  the  Illini  Union  Board  which  determines  general  policies  for  the  student  activities 
.:  the  Illini  Union.     The  complete  organization  of  the  Illini  Union  Student  Activities 
Mai  on  can  be  compared  to  that  of  a  miniature  government.     It  is  based  on  a  general 
n:tern  for  any  organization  in  which  students  may  work  after  graduation.     The  Board 
A.ch  meets  once  a  week  is  composed  of  l6  voting  members — 10  students  and  6  faculty 
Mbers*     A  representative  from  the  Daily  Illini.   the  publicity  chairman  of  the  Union, 
m  chairman  of  the  office  management  committee*  and  the  secretary* treasurer  of  IUSA 
i;end  all  Board  meetings  as  non-voting  members* 

Six  seniors  are  selected  upon  petition  and  interview  as  directors  and  four 
udents— -the  presidents  of  Panhellenic,  Interfraternity,  MIffA,  and  W,G,S,   serve  as 
.'•officio  members  to  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Union  and  the  work  of  their  activity. 
1)  directors  are  selected  by  the  Board  on  the  basis  of  their  experience  and  ability 
< present  ideas  during  the  interview.     They  are  voted  upon  and  interviewed  by  the 
mire  Board  and  compose  the  executive  board. 

One  person  from  the  faculty  membership  of  the  Board  is  selected  as  chairman 
d  the  Board  and  one  student  director  is  selected  as  president  of  the  Union  and  vice- 
Urman  of  the  Board* 
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Each  student  director  assigns   the  functions  of  his  department  to  major 
(.airmen  who  are  juniors  or  seniors.     They  are  selected  by  student  directors  and  ap- 
[•oved  by  the  Board.     Each  major  chairman  and  director  of  the  department  determine 
nd  select  the  necessary  committees.      Such  members  may  be  students  from  all  classes. 
[is  directors  and  the  major  chairmen  make  up  the  Illini  Union  Council  which  meets 
uekly  to  exchange  information  and  to  avoid  overlapping  of  activities. 

During  the  fall   semester,   5  women  and  1  man  served  as  student  directors, 
iring  19^2-^3  and  I9U3-I& »   all  members  were  women  as  an  exception  was  made  to  the 
matitution  which  requires  that  the  proportion  of  men  to  women  should  be,  when  prac- 
cable,  no  les8  than  ko  to  60  and  no  more  that  60  to  Uo,     During  the  regular  term  a 
)tal  of  6  departments  with  JL  major  chairmen  the  first  semester  and  29  the  second 
jmeater  planned  and  supervised  all  programs,     A  total   of  1,323  students  worked  on  all 
:e  committees. 

Each  director  reports  weekly  to  the  board  on  the  work  of  his  department  and 
jcures  approval  of  new  projects.     Student  directors  compile  the  budget  for  their  own 
jpartment  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.     Any  additional  expenditures  are  approved 
t  the  Board. 

The  Board  also  acts  as  an  advisory  group  to  the  Building  Manager.     The  Act- 
ig  Manager  invited  any  student  to  come  into  his  office  at  any  time  to  discuss  the 
>licies  of  the  Union,     This  invitation  was  passed  on  to  all   the  Illini  Union  Council 
imbers  with  the  hope  that  the  students  would  give  the  acting  manager  their  opinions 
)  aid  him  in  giving  his  best  service,,     The  Illini  reporter  explained  that  this  in- 
>rmation  would  be  very  helpful  in  solving  some  of  their  situations. 

The  opinion  of  the  Board  was  sought  by  the  manager  on  the  foil  owing  J

[Y.  WAH  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Department  of  War  Service  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  first  sem- 
jater.  Less  interest  was  shown  in  anything  connected  with  war  effort — sale  of  stamps 
md  bonds,  entertainment  of  servicemen,  helping  USO's,  etc.  Due  to  the  need  more  ef- 
fort was  turned  toward  helping  and  entertaining  veterans*  More  men  returned  to  the 
:ampus  and  participated  in  activities  but  had  no  desire  to  volunteer  for  committees 
.n  this  department* 

A  special  free  dance  on  the  day  the  surrender  news  was  announced  was  held» 
[here  was  a  two-day  holiday  but  no  special  celebration  on  the  part  of  the  students. 

Special  war  bond  and  stamp  drive  conducted  the  first  eight  weeks  of  summer 
ichool  resulted  in  $1,367*75  "being  sold.  Summer  Prom  Queen  was  elected  by  buying 
tonds  and  stamps* 

A.  ADJUSTMENT  OP  WAR  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT. 

An  effort  was  made  to  absorb  these  workers  in  active  committees.  Recreation 
for  Servicemen  helped  sell  tickets  for  Red  Cross  Pow  Wow.  This  same  committee 
was  later  absorbed  by  SSO  Committee*  SSO  Committee  stopped  giving  parties  for 
servicemen  and  dances  at  Chanute  Field.  Instead  they  gave  dances  for  veterans 
on  five  Saturday  nights.

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.     FINANCIAL  SUMMARY 

Tne  year  nas  "been   successful   financially,    even   though  the  war  ended  and 
programs  were  revived  which  had  not  been  budgetted  for  and  a  change  of  the 
nd  semester  registration  date  entailed  financial  losses. 

There  was  only  $150  difference  in  the  estimated  balance  in  the  budget  made  by 
students  during  the  summer  of  I9U5  for  the  year  19^5-19^6  as  compared  to  the  ac- 
balance  in  the  financial   report  for  this  same  period* 

Money  earned  by  charging  admission  to  certain  affairs  is  used  to  pay  the  expen- 
for  all  the  other  free  activities.  A  student  treasurer  keeps  the  books,  handles 
money  and  pays  the  bills.  As  aa  ex-officio  Board  member,  ho  keeps  the  Board  in- 
ed  of  their  financial   status  which  regulates  their  expenditures. 

During  the  summer  of  I9U5  a  charge   of  25j£  per  person  was  made  for  all  Friday 
t  dances.     This  was  done  because  the  largest  attendance  was  on  the  free  nights 
day  nights)   and  Saturday  nights  the  crowds  were  small.     This  change  equalized 
attendance  on  the  two  nights* 

Due  to  the  increased  enrollment  and  the  unexpected  increase  in  income,  the  price 
ouple  dances  was  reduced  from  $1*25  to  98^  during  the  second  semester*  The  other 
e  prices  remained  the  same.

I.  INTRODUCTION 

La  objective  of  the  Illini  Union  is  to  develop  the  social  phase  of  the 
's   life,  by  sponsoring  pre      of  a  social,  cultural,  and  educational 
re.  The  Illini  Union  considers  the  social  phase  one  of  the  essential 

1  phases  of  our  present  society.  The  .      ls  are  planned  for  the 
~s '  leisure  tine.  These  goals  wore  taken  into  consideration  in  all  plans 
fornulated  for  the  year. 

During  the  sixteen-week  summer  session,  there  was  an  enrollment  of  7,917* 
6,1+39  being  men,  1,U73  women  and  of  the  men  3»3hP   were  veterans. 

There  were  13,933  nsn  and  l+ai-i-l+O  women  the  first  semester  and  13,1^25  men 
and  Lj.,1  mi  second  semester.  The  ratio  of  men  to  women  load  changed  from 
2  to  1  to  3  ^0  1. 

llore  work  was  done  by  Student  Activities  for  summer  programs  than  in  any 
other  summer  session.  The  most  outstanding  work  was  done  on  the  First  Big 
Post-War  Homecoming.  An  almost  full  program  was  maintained  in  Activities  with 
a  full  attendance  —  especially  Classical  music  Hours. 

II.  illini  u?hc:j  BOARD 

.  All  the  activities  in  the  Illini  union  Building  are  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Illini  Union  Board  which  determines  general  policies  for  the  student 

Ivitics  in  the  Illini  Union.  The  Board  which  meets  once  a  week  is  composed 
of  16  voting  members  —  10  students  and  6  faculty  members.  A  representative 
fron  the  Daily  Illini,  the  publicity  chairman  of  the  Union,  and  chairman  of  the 
Office  Management  committee,  and  the  secretary- treasurer  of  IUSA  attend  all 

.-d  meetings  as  non-voting  members. 

Six  seniors  are  selected  upon  petition  and  interview  as  directors  and 
four  students  --  the  presidents  of  Panhellenic,  Interfraternity,  11IA,  and 

s.°rve  as  ex-officio  members  to  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Union  and  the 
work  of  their  activity.   The  directors  are  selected  by  the  Board  on  the  basis 
of  their  experience  and  ability  to  present  ideas  during  the  interview.   They 
are  voted  upon  and  interviewed  by  the  entire  Board  and  compose  the  executive 
c-rd.  "*ach  director  reports  weekly  to  the  board  on  the  -work  of  his  department 
secures  approval  of  new  projects.  Student  directors  compile  the  budget  for 
their  own  department  subject  to  approval  by  the  -.oard.  Any  additional  ex- 
tditures  are  approved  by  the  Board. 

One  person  from  the  faculty  membership  of  the  Board  is  selected  as 
rman  of  the  Board  and  one  student  director  is  selected  as  president  of 
the  Union  and  vice-chairman  of  the  Board. 
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t  director  assigns  the  functions  of  his  department  to  major 
chah.  juniors  or  seniors.

During  the  fall  semester  h  women  and  2  run  served  as  student  directors. 
The  constitution  requires  that  tho  proportion  of  men  to  women  should  he,  when 
prac      ,  no  less  than  ';0  to  60  and  no  more  than  60  to  1+0.  For  the  first 

in  several  years  this  proportion  was  renewed.  During  the  regular  term  .;. 
total  of  6  departments  with  39  major  chairmen  the  first  semester  and  pO  the 
second  semester  planned  and  supervised  all  programs «  A,  total  of  020  students 
wortod  on  all  the  committees. 

For  the  first  time  in  history  the  Union  Board  meetings  were  held  at  night.

ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DIVISION 

.INTRODUCTION 

The  "ear  1°I;7-U3  with  an  enrollment  of  19,391  students  with  15,722  men 
1,291  veterans)  and  3*669  women  brought  new  responsibilities  to  the  Illini 
i:n  Student  Activities  Division.  The  group  varied  in  age  and  was  composed  of 
5T  married  and  single  students.  The  ratio  of  men  to  women  was  exceptionally 
Lh.  Summer  enrollment  for  1^U7  was  7,175  men  and  1,685  women  making  a  total 
r3,860  students. 

Classes  were  held  from  7  a.m.  to  12  noon  and  from  7  to  10  p.m.  making  it 
Lficult  to  arrange  meetings  and  to  schedule  social  programs  to  benefit  the 
kbrlty  of  the  group.  Scholarship  standards  raised  making  competition  for  the 
gftn  students  and  the  bovS  straight  from  high  school.  This  resulted  in  fewer 
tdents  beinj  available  for  student  activity  service. 

The  Division  of  Special  Services  and  the  married  Veterans  Student  Organization 
:  care  of  special  recreation  program  for  Veterans  and  their  wives,  and  relieved 
1  Union  of  this  former  responsibility.

B.  SURVEY  OF  DANCE  ITTETTXINCE 

This  survoy  was  made  to  attempt  to  determine  the  cause  of  tho  decrease 
in  attendance  at  dances.   It  revealed  definite  interest  in  recreation  and 
gave  valuable  information  for  future  planning  of  programs. 

To  analyze  the  annual  dance  situation  amounts  to  a  problem  bordering  on 
sheer  speculation.   The  drop  in  attendance  might  well  be  a  phenomena  caused 
bv  a  lack  of  interest  in  dancing  by  the  many  vetorans  on  campus.   On  tho  other 
hand,  this  problem  might  reflect  a  general  trend  toward  different  social 
interests  wMch  would  demand  the  Union's  expanding  other  phases  of  its 
program  and  contracting  its  dance  schedule.   The  student  diroctor  made  a 
survey  to  attempt  to  determine  the  factors  involved  in  dance  attendance* 

RESULTS  OF  SURVEY  OF  DANCE  ATTENDANCE 
NOVEMBER  ,'JSDD  DECEMBER  19^7 

Reports  on  ticket  sales  for  Illini  Union  and  other  dances  showed  a  great 
doclinc  this  fall  in  dance  attendance  in  comparison  with  19^6  ticket  sales. 
This  survey  was  conducted  to  find  out  why  students  are  not  attonding  as 
m:\ny  dances  as  before;  that  is,  whether  there  are  reasons  for  the  drop  in 
attendance  this  year  which  did  not  exist  last  year,  and  what  complaints  in 
general  exist  concerning  Union  dances. 

Survey  questionnaires  which  had  been  drawn  up  by  the  publicity  committee 
were  distributed  through  house  presidents'  meetings  to  all  organized, 
independent,  fraternity,  and  sorority  houses,  approximately  five  questionnaires 
to  each  houso.   The  remainder  of  the  questionnaires  were  distributed  to 
students  in  the  food-service  linos  in  tho  Illini  Union  'Commons"  and  at  the 

Coffee  Shop".   Results  of  this  survey  arc  based  on  answers  given  by  U39 
students,  c>of5  single,  lOfo  married,  1|3#  male,  57?'  female.  Of  these  students 
3m;'  were  members  of  a  fraternity  or  sorority,  1+3^  were  members  of  an 
organized  independent  house,  and  32^  were  independent  students,  not  organized. 
Although  this  sample  is  not  in  exact  proportion  to  the  distribution  of  each 
of  these  groups  in  the  student  body  as  a  whole,  each  division  is  well  enough 
represented  that  the  survey  results  may  be  considered  reliable.   (A  copy  of 
the  questionnaire  used  follows  this  report.)

rt  was  gratifying  to  have  such  splendid  cooporation  with  tho  Daily  Illini. 
Several  committco  members  wero  former  Daily  Illini  workors  whioh  helped  to  croato 
\   better  understanding.  Ono  staff  advisor  was  appointod  to  handlo  all  publicity* 
[t  is  interesting  to  note  that  wo  had  almost  a  100^1  coverage. 

A  now  advertising  systom  was  also  inaugurated  in  which  tho  student  chairman 
placing  the  ad  filled  out  two  copies,  one  to  bo  sont  to  the  Illini  and  tho  other 
copt  in  the  IUSA  office  filo.  A  doadlino  of  two  days  in  advanco  was  roquired 
for  ads  or  three  days  if  ad  was  to  appear  in  Tuesday's  paper.

The  enrollment  for  the  year  19U9-50  was  19,269  students  with  l5,Of>9  men 
ard  h, 210  women.  The  ratio  of  men  to  women  was  3,5  to  1.  There  has  been 
a  slight  decrease  in  unJer.jradn.ate  student  enrollment  and  a  continued  in- 
crease of  graduate  students  with  a  total  of  3,228  as  compared  to  2,817  in 
19li8-h9o  There  were  337  men  and  kl9  women  working  on  committees  in  IUSA 
making  a  total  of  756  students 0 

!Iany  veterans  are  completing  their  course  this  year.  The  Division  of 
Special  Services  and  the  Harried  Veterans  Student  Organization  continued 
the  responsibility  of  special  recreation  programs  for  veterans  and  their 
wives  and  relieved  the  Union  of  this  responsibility*  The  student  group 
varied  in  age  considerably  including  teen  agers,  married,  and  single 
students.  The  general  student  body  continued  to  live  in  scattered  areas 
and  effective  dissemination  of  program  information  continued  to  be  difficult. 

The  Daily  Illini  published  a  series  of  articles  explaining  needs  for  more 
recrsational  facilities.  The  Ice  Rink  was  converted  from  a  dormitory  to 
recrsation  use  and  provided  leisure  time  interest  for  a  small  group  of 
students. 

It  was  necessary  to  cancel  many  scheduled  events  for  approximately  six 
weeks  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  because  of  the  coal  shortage,' 
The  two  major  events  effected  were  Founder's  Day  and  the  High  School  Circus  , 
Any  events  that  had  previously  signed  contracts  were  allowed  to  be  held. 
The  Activity  Office  in  room  322  closed  at  5:00  each  evening  and  temperatures 
were  kept  at  65°  • 

Stumer  Session  enrollment  for  19l>9  was  6,627—3,722  undergraduates  and 
2,905  graduates.  The  Summer  Session  enrollment  for  19^8  was  7*3h9-— h97lh 
undergraduates  and  2,635  graduates*  This  enrollment  in  the  eight  "week 
session  required  about  l/3  of  the  social  programs  to  be  continued, 

H.  HISTORY  OF  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DIVISION 

Organization  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  on  August  29,  19U2  by  action  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  trustees  marked  the  embryonic  beginning  of  Illini 
Union  Student  Activities,  Recommendation  for  the  move  had  come  from  the 
Senate  Committee  oh  Student  Affairs  as  an  answer  to  student  social  and 
recreational  needs. 

Previous  to  19U2  the  Lien's  League  and  Women's  League  had  taken  charge  of 
aany  events  of  an  all-campus  nature  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  In  or- 
ganising the  Illini  Union  Board  and  defining  its  functions  the  Board  of 
Trustees  transferred  most  of  the  duties  of  the  former  groups  to  this  new 
body.  In  a  short  time  the  Hen's  and  Women's  Leagues  ceased  to  exist  as 
student  organizations. 

The  first  Board  included  six  faculty-staff— three  members  of  the  faculty, 
a  representative  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  manager  and  social  director 
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of  the  Illini  Union.  Mine  students  were  also  included  in  the  membership — 
tvro  named  by  the  Dean  of  Lien's  Council  for  the  .omen's  League,  and  the 
remaining  five  to  be  selected  by  the  Illini  Union  Board,  although  author- 
ity was  delegated  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  to  make  these  five 
appointments  for  the  first  year. 

Student  programs  operating  during  the  first  year  were  designated  as  follows: 
classical  music  hours,  dance,  coffee  hours,  recreational,  social  forums, 
dancing  in  Commons,  and  publicity 0 

In  the  new  set-up  students  were  given  a  great  deal  of  authority  in  planning 
their  programs,  but  their  work  was  guided  and  coordinated  by  the  Illini 
Union  Social  Director,  Specifically,  she  was  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  ascertaining  the  social  needs  of  the  young  people,  operating  constructive 
programs  tlirough  which  these  needs  might  be  met,  and  guiding  individual 
students  in  the  light  of  their  peculiar  needs  and  capacities,  into  the 
activity  which  would  contribute  to  their  growth. 

From  the  seven  student  programs  with  which  it  began  IUSA  has  e::panded  to 
cover  over  thirty  programs  including  six  committees  that  operate  daily, 
eleven  holding  weekly  events,  and  seven  handling  major  annual  affairs. 

Although  the  number  of  faculty- staff  on  the  Illini  Union  Board  has  remained 
unchanged  since  the  first  year,  the  student  membership  has  increased 
gradually  with  the  enlargement  of  programs.  The  Board  now  annually  selects 
eight  students  from  among  IUSA  workers  to  serve  as  members,  as  compared  to 
the  original  number  of  five.  The  four  students  originally  named  by  the 
Dean  of  Men's  and  Dean  of  Somen's  Councils  have  been  replaced  by  the  four 
housing  group  representatives — one  person  selected  by  each  of  the  following 
groups:'  lien's  Independent  Association,  VJbmen's  Group  System,  Interfraternity 
Council,  and  Panhellenic „ 

Because  it  is  yet  a  young  organization  and  because  the  territory  it  covers 
is  wide  and  varied,  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  still  in  the  process 
of  the  continuous  change  and  growth  that  marks  early  development,  Members 
of  IUSA  welcome  suggestions  from  staff  and  students  for  expansion  of 
present  programs  or  addition  of  new  ones, 

III,  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  ORGANIZATION 

A,  PURPOSE  OF  THE  ILLINI  UNION  BOARD  (As  stated  in  constitution  revised  19h9-$0) 

The  purpose  of  the" Illini  Union  Board  is  to  administer  programs  which 
serve  the  cultural,  educational,  recreational,  and  social  interests  of  the 
general  student  body  and  University  staff,  and  by  these  programs  to  aid 
the  development  of  leadership  and  provide  opportunity  for  students  to 
develop  skills  in  human  relations.  To  facilitate  these  aims  and  purposes 
the  Illini  Union  Board  shall: 

1,  Be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  those  student 
activities,  programs,  and  services  which  are  of  an  all- 
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university  nature  for  either  men  or  women,  or  both,  Guch 
activities,  programs, 'and  services  are  indicated  on  the 
chart  (See  Exhibit  A),  and  these  may  be  erqpanded  by 
assignment,  or  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs, 

2,  Be  responsible  for  organizing  and  directing  programs  of 
activities  for  the  faculty,  staff,  and  alumni  of  the  University, 

3,  Act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Director  of  the  Illini 
Union  rath  regard  to  the  management  and  operation  of  the 
Illini  Union  and  its  auxiliary  enterprises, 

B,  OBJECTIVES  OF  TILL  ILLINI  UNION  BOARD  ARE: 

1,  To  plan  and  execut o   programs  of  a  cultural,  educational, 
and  social  nature, 

2,  To  make  constructive  use  of  leisure  a  factor  in  total 
student  education  and  supplement  student  needs  not  met 
by  formal  education, 

3«  Develop  student  skills  in  human  relations  by  participation 
in  group  activities  which  illustrate  actual  problems  in 
organization  and  administration, 

U«  To  plan  a  sufficient  variety  of  programs  to  interest  the 
general  student  body, 

5,  To  provide  programs  both  for  committee  participation  and 
audience  participation, 

C.  DEPARTMENT  OF  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

The  department  of  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  made  up  of  staff  ' 
members  and  student  personnel.  The  staff  includes  the  Social  Director, 
tvro  full-time  and  one  half-time  assistant,  two  stenographers,  one 
receptionist,  part-time  student  stenographer,  and  tvro  part-time  accountants. 
This  group  is  the  permanent  part  of  the  organization  and  acts  as  advisers 
and  liaison  officers  for  the  students. 

Each  Assistant  Social  Director  is  assigned  the  advisorship  of  selected 
committees  including  those  having  weekly  programs  and  those  handling 
special  events  such  as  Homecoming,  Dad's  Day,  Spring  Carnival,  Stunt  Show, 
Union  Musical,  Founder's  Day,  Block  I,  Mother's  Day,  and  High  School 
Circus,  Assignments  are  divided  equally  among  the  three  Assistant  Social 
Directors  and  are  alternated  to  some ' extent  each  year  to  provide  a  variety 
of  experience  for  each  staff  member*. 

The  heads  of  departments,  president,  housing  group  representatives,  and 
treasurer  comprise  the  12  student  voting  members  of  the  board.  There  are 
six  faculty-staff  voting  members.  The  activities  programs  are  administered 
directly  by  the  six  student  directors  while  the  entire  board  formulates 
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general  policies  ox  the  organization,, 

Under  each  department  director,  a  group  of  major  chairmen  and  committee 
members  work  together  to  plan  and  execute  the  programs.  The  I4.8  committees 
are  grouped  into  six  departments 0 

The  Union  Board  is  not  a  political  organization  and  the  student  members 
obtain  their  positions  as  a  result  ox  meritorious  service  performed  v.dthin 
the  Union  or  in  some  other  University  activity.  Since  the  first  Illini 
Union  Board  "was  formed  there  have  been  60  different  directors  as  members 0 
In  this  total  are  representatives  of  31  different  housing  groups,  and  20^ 
are  from  Independent  groups. 

D.  ILLINI  UNION  PRESIDENT 

1.  Serves  as  an  officer  rather  than  as  a  director  of  a  department 
in  charge  of  specific  programs. 

2.  Usually  represents  the  Union  Board  at  Student  Senate. 

3.  Is  charged  with  general  liaison  activity  to  all  groups  out- 
side of  the  Union — other  activities,  university  departments,  etc. 

I;.  Serves  as  a  coordinator  of  Union  intra-departmental  problems. 

£,  Coordinates  instruction  and  orientation  program  for  Union 
activity  personnel.

k»   Does  the  program  provide  contact  between  faculty  and  students? 

5>«  Does  each  committee  worker  have  an  actual  duty  to  perform? 

6*  Even  if  the  event  interests  only  a  small  number,  is  the 
program  fulfilling  a  need  for  this  particular  group? 
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A.  CCMHTTEES  DISCONTINUED 

Book  Reviews  -  Look  Reviews  were  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  year 
because  of  the  following  circumstances:   (1)  the  small  degree  of  interest 
evidenced  in  this  type  of  program; (2)  the  similarity  of  this  program  with 
a  number  of  other  departmental  activities,  especially  the  Library  Hour  on 
Wednesday;  (3)  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  outstanding  campus  speakers  not 
too  busy  with  other  projects.  The  failure  of  the  program  is  not  due  to 
committee  mal-function  but  rather  to  the  high  degree  of  competition  for 
programs  and  talent  such  as  this  activity  demands,,  The  Head  of  the  English 
Department  recommended  that  it  be  resumed  at  any  time  that  an  interest 
group  indicates  sufficient  demand  for  reorganization  of  it, 

B.  COIJUTTEES  REORGANIZED 

Student  and  Alumni  Relations  Publicity,  Recreation  Publicity,  Entertainment 
Publicity,  and  Student  Services  Publicity  were  condensed  into  Weekly  Events 
Publicity  and  Occasional  Publicity,  Because  of  the  manner  in  which  commit- 
tees are  divided  into  departments,  each  of 'the  above  jobs  was  not  parallel 
in  the  amount  of  publicity  work  to  be  done.  The  set-up  required  the  di- 
rector of  public  relations  to  have  more  than  half  of    the  chairmen  in 
his  department  tied  up  with  straight  publicity  so  that  he  was  not  able  to 
enlarge  other  aspects  of  the  public  relations  program  as  they  needed  to  be 
expanded, 

C.  COMMITTEE  NAI.IES  CHANGED 

1,  Loyalty  Committee  was  changed  to  Block  I  since  the  greater  portion  of 
committee  time  was  spent  working  on  Block  I,  Other  sub-committees  under 
Loyalty  were  either  dropped  or  moved  to  Student  and  Alumni  Orientation^ 

2,  Union  Varieties  was  changed  to  Union  Musical  because  the  program  had 
become  a  student  written  and  produced  affair  while  Union  Varieties  had 
been  made  up  of  acts  by  different  campus  organizations, 

3,  House  Organ  was  changed  to  House  Publications  because  the  committee 
handled  several  items  in  addition  to  the  House  Organ, 

D.  STATUS  OP  CQMLHTTEE  CHANGED 

1,  Llatinee  Dances  changed  from  a  major  committee  to  a  sub-committee  under 
Friday  Night  Dances  as  there  was  not  enough  work  to  warrant  devoting  an 
entire  committee  to  it, 

2,  Founder's  Day  was  changed  from  a  major  committee  to  a  sub-committee 
under  Student  and  Alumni  Orientation,  There  was  not  enough  work  to 
keep  the  committee  busy  during  the  whole  year, 

3,  Homecoming  Stunt  Show  was  changed  from  a  sub-committee  to  a  major  com- 
mittee as  it  needed  more  direct  supervision.  The  Homecoming  chairman 
had  so  many  sub-committees  working  under  him  that  it  was  impossible  for 
him  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  it. 
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h,  Wednesday  Night  Hixera  were  discontinued  but  dancing  classes  remained 
as  a  major  committee , 

5„  Friday  Night  Hops  were  changed  to  Union  Hops  and  held  only  two  or 
three  times  a  month  rather  than  v/eekly.  In  order  to  increase  attend- 
ance v/nich  was  steadily  dropping,  the  committee  supplied  entertainment 
and  asked  one  organized  house  to  sponsor  the  dance  each  week, 

E.  CONSTITUTION  REVISION 

The  Illini  Union  constitution  was  revised  for  the  eighth  time.  The  objec- 
tive of  the  revision  was  to  try  to  make  a  more  definite  statement  of  purpose 
and  to  clarify  some  of  the  wording  and  adjust  the  constitution  to  fit  the 
growth  in  departments,,  An  accompanying  chart  was  compiled  to  list  the 
general  major  committees  sponsoring  definite  activities.  Complete  copies 
arc  available  in  the  Social  Director's  office, 

V,  HEW  PROGRAM  FEATURES 

1,  Travel  Information  Service  -  The  Guide  and  Travel  Committee  has  had  on 
file  travel  information  of  a  domestic  nature.  The  present  committee  has 
been  expanded  to  include  foreign,  principally  European  travel  infor- 
mation. With  the  increased  number  of  student  ships  providing  inexpen- 
sive travel  and  with  the  interest  in  the  Holy  Year  proceedings,  the 
service  of  this  group  has  been  in  great  demand  during  the  past  semester. 
Information  covers  such  items  as  transportation  dates,  prices  and 
facilities;  passport  and  immunization  procedures;  money  exchange; 
baggage  and  clothing  requirements;  points  of  interest;  foreign  train 
and  plane  services;  individual  and  group  transportation  facilities; 

and  student  travel  group  information, 

2,  '.TILL  broadcasts  -  During  the  second  semester  various  phases  of  Illini 
Union  Student  Activities  were  featured  in  a  rreekly  1S>  minute  program  on 
WILL,  The  programs  consisted  of  interviews  b2r  the  director  of  public 
relations  of  the  cliairmen  and/or  director  in  charge  of  the  particular 
activity  featured.  Programs  used  material  connected  with  the  Union 
activity  most  current  at  the  time, 

3,  The  Classical  Music  Hour  committee  had  some  "live"  programs  instead  of 
all  recordings.  Professor  Wilbur  Schiller  of  the  School  of  Music  spoke 
on  "3eethoven  the  Revolutionist," 

k%   Two  classic  films,  "Hamlet"  and  "Red  Shoes",  were  shown  by  the  Union 
Movies  committee.  Both  of  these  are  British  films  which  have  been' 
acclaimed  by  English  speaking  countries  as  notevrorthy  achievements. 
Increased  prices,  required  by  contract,  were  charged, 

3>,  The  Red  Cross  College  Unit  relieved  the  nurses' at  Cunningham  Home  one 
afternoon  a  week  and  planned  programs  of  songs,  games,  and  stories  for 
the  children. 
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6,  The  Union  Ilovie  Committee  created  the  "Cinema  Club"  to  promote  a 
greater  interest  and  deeper  appreciation  anions  the  students  of  every 
aspect  of  motion  pictures  tlirough  the  media  of  criticism.  The  Cinema 
Club  has  added  new  interest  to  the  recular  program. 

7,  Figures  for  the  recent  year  show  a  great  increase  in  use  of  the  facil- 
ities of  the  Record  Lending  Library,  The  library  started  changing  over 
from  78  rpm  shellac  records  to  33  1/5  long-play  records.  This  latter 
type  is  so  popular  that  all  records  are  constantly  in  circulation,,  A 
subscription  to  the  Concert  Hall  Record  Series  was  purchased.  This 
series  provides  albums  not  released  by  standard  companies  and  it  helps 
to  increase  the  library's  repretoire  of  "hard-to-get "  items.  The 
collection  was  rsed  for  many  purposes  other  than  the  major  one  of 
student  recreational-educational  listening:  wedding  receptions,  physics' 
lab  tests,  and  background  music  for  activity  events  such  as  plays,  movies, 
coffee  hours,  alumni  luncheons,  etc,  A  group  of  girls  in  Lincoln 

Avenue  Residence  started  their  own  program  "in  residence  hall"  classi- 
cal music  hours,  using  records  from  this  collection* 

.  SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

1,  Committee  Cues  -  the  194Q-£0  Committee  Cues,  a  handbook  for  Illini 
Union  committee  workers,  was  revised,  indexed,  and  placed  in  a  new 
format.  Its  purpose  was  to  help  orient  Illini  Union  Student  Activity 
sub-chairmen  and  major  chairmen  in  their  positions.  The  material  in- 
cludes such  matters  as  budgets,  petition  forms,  conducting  meetings, 
duties  of  chairmen  and  sub-chairmen,  USA  organisation,  staff-student 
relationship,  etc.  Committee  Cue3  is  intended  to  be  used  by  Union 
workers  first  as 'a  text  and  then  as  a  reference  throughout  the  time 
they  are  in  IUSA,  Its  small  size  of  8^"  :c  3>"  makes  it  convenient  to 
use.  Copies  were  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
College  Unions. 

2,  Student  Record  File  -  In  an  attempt  to  build  a  complete  and  up-to-date 
record  of  students  participating  in  Illini  Union  Student  Activities,  a 
new  system  of  applications  and  records  was  initiated  this  year.  All 
applications  for  positions  were  given  to  the  receptionist  who  recorded 
the  name,  position  applied  for,  and  date  on  a  master  sheet.  After 
marking  each  application  with  a  code  number  showing  its  position  on  the 
master  sheet,  she  passed  it  on  to  the  chairman  involved6  Following  an 
interview,  the  chairman  returned  the  application  marked  accepted  or  not 
accepted  to  the  receptionist.  For  those  accepted,  a  permanent  file 
card  recording  significant  data  was  made.  Students  not  accepted  were 
so  notified.   Constant  checking  of  the  master  sheet  enabled "the 
receptionist  to  keep  the  working  file  fairly  well  up-to-date.  The 
system  should  improve  ~*ith  use  and  will  undoubtedly  become  increasingly 
valuable  to  staff  and  students  alike.  For  the  first  time  every  student 
working  in  the  Union  has  an  activity  record  card  and  their  progress 
will  be  recorded  from  semester  to  semester. 
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3,  Red  Cross  College  Unit  -  The  major  projects  were  entertaining  at  the 
Char.ute  Field  hospital  and  service  club,  visiting  the  County  Home  and 
Cunningham  Home  and  translating  foreign  letters 0 

Ii,  Student  Activity  YJbrkshop  -  The  first  Student  Activity  V/orkshop  for  the 
president  and  staff  adviser  of  all  major  campus  activities  was  held  at 
Allerton  Pari:,  The  purpose  of  the  workshop  was  to  acquaint  activity 
leaders  with  each  other  and  with  the  function  and  relation  of  each 
organisation <,  The  Union  Board  felt  that  there  was  need  for  a  basis  for 
obtaining  a  working  knowledge  of  all  activities  and  their  relation  to 
the  Union  and  its  facilities.  The  program  consisted  of  a  dinner, 
business  meeting,  and  informal  question  and  answer  period,,  During  the 
year  there  was  evidence  of  an  improvement  in 'public  relations  as  a 
result  of  the  contacts  made  at  this  workshop, 

£,  Tournaments  -  The  Tournaments  committee  took  a 'Bowling  Trip  to  Purdue 
for  the  Big  Ten  Bowling  Tournament  on  April  29,  The  All  Events  was  won 
by  an  Illinois  man,  and  the  team  as  a  whole  won  fourth  place.  During 
the  month  of  March  there  was  a  telephone  meet  in  Pocket  Billiards  and 
Three  Cushion  Billiards,  The  Illinois  teams  had  no  standing  in  the 
results, 

711,  COOPERATION  wTTH  ORGANIZATIONS 

In  planning  new  programs  and  in  developing  existing  programs  every  possible 
effort  is  made  to  seaure  information  and  guidance  from  other  University  de- 
partments in  order  to  help  make  student  activities  and  study  cooperative 
factors  in  education.

Football  Movies  via  Tribe  of  Illini;  ticket  booths  and  other

growth,  and  developments  of  the  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  Division. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  19  50- 51  was  1&.&22  students,  1U,250  men 
h*  5&5  women.,   The  ratio  of  men  to  women  was  3°1  to  1.  There  has  been 
a  slight  decrease  in  undergraduate  student  enrollment  and  a  continued 

>rease  of  graduate  students  with  a  total  of  3700  (1st  semester),  3617 
(2nd  semester)  as  compared  to  3*228  in  I9I49-50,  1J>%   increase  over  last  year. 

:ere  310  men  and  i+00  women  working  on  committees  in  IUSA,  making  a 
total  of  710  students. 

Veteran  enrollment  dropped  more  than  33/^»  No  special  programs  were 
^/ided  for  this  group.   The  general  student  body  continued  to  live  in 
scattered  areas  and  effective  dissemination  of  program  information  continued 
to  be  difficult. 

Summer  Session  enrollment  for  1950  was  3*590  undergraduates  and 
6,Ul6  graduates.   The  Summer  Session  enrollment  for  19U9  w&s  6,627—3*722 
undergraduates  and  2,905  graduates.   This  enrollment  in  the  eight  week 
session  required  social  programs  to  be  continued  at  a  minimum  with  seven 
weekly  programs  and  t-vo  special  events. 

II.  HISTORY  OF  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DIVISION 

Organization  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  on  August  29,  19^2,  by  action 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  trustees  marked  the  embryonic  beginning  of 
Illini  Union  Student  Activities o  Recommendation  for  the  move  had  come  from 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  as  an  answer  to  student  social  and 
recreational  needs. 

Previous  to  19U2  the  Men8s  League  and  Women^s  League  had  taken  charge 
of  many  events  of  an  all'  campus  nature  at  the  University  of  Illinois.   In 
organizing  the  Illini  Union  Board  and  defining  its  functions  the  Board  of 
Trustees  transferred  most  of  the  duties  of  the  former  groups  to  this  new 
body.  In  a  short  time  the  Men8s  and  Women *s  Leagues  ceased  to  exist  as 
student  organizations. 

The  first  Board  included  six  faculty- staff —three  members  of  the 
faculty,  a  representative  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  Manager  and 
"Social  Director  of  the  Illini  Union.  Nine  students  were  also  included 


in  the  membership— two  named  by  the  Dean  of  Men's  and  Dean  of  Women's 
Councils  for  ■che  Women's  League  and  Ken's  League,  and  the  remaining 
five  to  bo  selected  by  the  Illini  Union  Board,  although  authority  was 
delegated  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  to  make  these  five  appoint- 
ments for  the  first  yea.ro 

Student  programs  operating  during  the  first  year  were  designated  as 
follows s   classical  music  hours 9  dance,  coffee  hours,  recreational,  social 
forums,  dancing  in  Commons,  and  publicity,. 

In  the  new  set-up  students  were  given  a  great  deal  of  authority  in 
planning  their  programs,  but  their  work  was  guided  and  coordinated  by  the

From  the  seven  student  programs  with  which  it  began  IUSA  has  expanded 
to    programs  including    major  annual  affairs  and   special  events » 

Although  the  number  of  faculty-staff  on  the  Illini  Union  Board  has 
regained  unchanged  since  the  first  year,  the  student  membership  has  increased 
gradually  with  the  enlargement  of  programs 0      The  Board  now  annually  selects 
eight  students  from  among  IUSA  workers  to  serve  as  members,  as  compared  to 
the  original  number  of  five  directors o  A  president,  treasurer  and  one  senior 
director  have  been  addedo  The  four  students  originally  named  by  the  Dean 
of  Ken's  and  Dean  of  Women's  Councils  have  been  replaced  by  the  four 
housing  group  representatives— one  person  selected  by  each  of  the  following 
groups*  Ken's  Independent  Association,  Women's  Group  System,  Interfraternity 
Council,  and  Panhellenico 

Because  it  is  yet  a  young  organization  and  because  the  territory  it 
covers  is  wide  and  varied,  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  still  in  the 
process  of  the  continuous  change  and  growth  that  marks  early  development.} 
Kembers  of  IUSA  welcome  suggestions  from  staff  and  students  for  expansion 
of  present  programs  or  addition  of  new  oneso 

IIIo  ILLINI.  UNION"  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  ORGANIZATION

The  department  of <.  Illini  Union  Student  Activities"  is  made' up';of  ' 
staff  members  and  student  personnel 0     The  staff  includes  the  Social 
Director,  two  full-time  and  one  half-time  assistant,  two  stenographers, 
one  receptionist,  part-time  student  stenographer,  and  two  part-time 
accountants  <>   This  group  is  the  permanent  part  of  the  organization  and 
acts  as  advisers  and  liaison  officers  for  the  students© 

Each  Assistant  Social  Director  is  assigned  the  advisorship  of 
selected  committees  including  those  having  weekly  programs  and  those 
handling  special  events  such  as  Homecoming,  Dad's  Day,  Spring  Carnival, 
Stunt  Show,  Union  Musical,  Founder's  Day,  Block  I,  Mother's  Day,  and 
High  School  Circus o  Assignments  are  divided  equally  among  the  three 
Assistant  Social  Directors  and  are  alternated  to  some  extent  each  year 
to  orcvide  a  varietv  of  experience  for  each  staff  member,. 
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The  heads  of  departments ,  president,  housing  group  representatives, 
and  treasurer  comprise  the  12  student  voting  members  of  the  board.  There 
are  six  faculty-staff  voting  members o  The  activities  programs  are 
administered  directly  by  the  six  student  directors  while  the  entire 
board  formulates  general  policies  of  the  organization 

Under  each  department  director,  a  group  of  major  chairmen  and  committee 
members  work  together  to  plan  and  execute  the  programs.   The  32  committees 
are  grouped  into  six  departments o 

The  Union  Board  is  not  a  political  organization  and  the  student' 
members  obtain  their  positions  as  a  result  of  meritorious  service  performed 
within  the  Union  or  in  some  other  University  activity,.   Since  the  first 
Illini  Union  Board  was  formed  there  have  been  69  different  directors  as 
members o   In  this  total  are  representatives  of    different  housing 
groups,  and  %  are  from  Independent  groups .

99%   of  former  films  presented  were  within:  this 
category.  The  committee  searched  for  possible  acetate  35™  films  (three 
Ire  found)  and  the  committee  was  forced  to  choose  titles  from  ohe  l6mm 
feature  field,  and  even  though  high-quality  features  are  not  printed  m 
_ze   in  any  great  numbers o 

""here  is  only  one  16mm  machine  in  the  auditorium  projection  booth 
which^necessitates  a  break  for  re-winding.  This  machine  is  not  a  carbon 

type  and  does  not  give  as  satisfactory  an  illumination  ^present 
dav  models o  The  committee  petitioned  for  space  in  Lincoln  Hall  theatre 
to  find  that  many  dates  were  not  available  because  of  presentations  oi 
the  Tllini  Theatre  Guild.  The  problem  of  the  allocation  of  dates  m 
Lincoln  Hall  theatre  should  be  considered  in  the  Movie  committee's 
future  plans.  There  is  very  poor  provision  for  ventilation  inJ^ 
Lincoln  Hall  projection  booth,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
that  no  satisfactory  fully  equipped  booth  exists  on  the  campus .

Purnose  of  the  Illini  Union  Board   (as  stated  in  constitution  revised 
I9V9-5O) 

The  purpose  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  is  to  administer  programs  which 
serve  the  cultural,  educational,  recreational,  and  social  interests  of 
the  general  student  body  and  University  staff,   and  by  these  programs  to 
aid  the  development  of  leadership  and  provide  opportunity  for  students 
to  develop  skills  in  human  relations.

The  staff  includes  the  Social  Director,  two 
full-time  and  one  half-time  assistant,  two  stenographers,  one  receptionist, 
part-time   student  stenographer,   and  two  part-time  accountants.     This  group 
is  the  permanent  part  of  the  organization  and  acts  as  advisers  and  liaison 
for  the  students. 

Each  Assistant  Social  Director  is  assigned  the  advisorship  of  selected 
committees   including  those  having  weekly  programs  and  those  handling 
special  events   such  as  Homecoming,  Dad's  Day,   Spring  Carnival,  Stunt  Show, 
Union  Musical,  Founder's  Day,  Block  I,  Mother's  Day,   and  High  School  Circus.

(Summer  Session,  1952,  and  first  and  second  semesters,  1952-53) 

An  annual  report  has  been  compilad  since  the  opening  of  the  Union  in  J.74I. 
fhe  student  organization  in  its  present  form  began  in  19^2.  The  purpose 
of  the  reports  are  to  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  inception,  growth,, 
and  developments  of  the  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  Division. 

The  undergraduate  enrollment  for  1952-53  was  l5,U6U  for  the  first  semester 
and  15,562  for  the  second  semester.  Male  students  outnumbered  women  by 
6,736.   The  graduate  student  enrollment  was  2,779 — a  decrease  of  2Ul.  The 
veteran  enrollment  declined  to  2,U65 — U82  less  than  1952.  Korean  veterans 
began  to  return  during  the  semester. 

The  Union  Coffee  House  was  closed  as  a  food  service  area  and  informal 
meeting  place  for  students.   IU3A  was  given  storage  and  rehearsal  space  in 
this  area.   Illini  Grove  developed  a  play  area  to  be  used  for  games  by 
groups  reserving  a  picnic  area.  This  was  the  only  new  recreation  area 
added. 

[I.  HISTORY  OF  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DIVISION 

Organization  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  on  August  29,  19U2  by  action  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  trustees  marked  the  embryonic  beginning  of  Illini 
Union  Student  Activities.  Recommendation  for  the  move  had  come  from  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  as  an  answer  to  student  social  and 
-  national  needs. 

Previous  to  19U2  the  Men' s  League  and  Women'  s  League  had  taken  charge  of 

.  events  of  an  all-campus  nature  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  In  or- 
ganizing the  Illini  Union  Board  and  defining  its  functions  the  Board  of 
Trustees  transferred  most  of  the  duties  of  the  former  groups  to  this  new 
body.  In  a  short  time  the  Men1 s  and  Women' s  Leagues  ceased  to  exist  as 
student  organizations. 

The  first  Board  included  six  faculty-staff— three  members  of  the  faculty, 
a  representative  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  manager  and  social  director 
of  the  Illini  Union.  Nine  students  were  also  included  in  the  membership— 
two  named  by  the  Dean  of  Men' s  Council  for  the  Women' s  League,  and  the 
remaining  five  to  be  selected  by  the  Illini  Union  Board,  although  author- 
ity was  delegated  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  to  make  these  five 
appointments  for  the  first  year. 

Student  programs  operating  during  the  first  year  were  designated  as  follows: 
classical  music  hours,  dance,  coffee  hours,  recreational,  social  forums, 
dancing  in  Commons,  and  publicity.

In  the  new  set-up  students  ware  given  a  great  deal  of  authority  in  planning 
their  programs,  but  their  work  was  guided  and  corrdinated  by  the  Illini 
Union  Social  Director „  Specifically,  she  was  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  ascertaining  the  social  needs  of  the  young  people,  operating  constructive 
programs  through  which  these  needs  might  be  met,  and  guiding  individual 
students  in  the  light  of  their  peculiar  needs  and  capacities,  into  the 
activity  which  would  contribute  to  their  growth . 

From  the  seven  student  programs  with  which  it  began  IUSA  has  expanded  to 
cover  over  thirty  programs  including  six  committees  that  operate  daily, 
eleven  holding  weekly  events,  and  seven  handling  major  annual  affair sa 

Although  the  number  of  faculty-staff  on  the  Illini  Union  Board  has  remained 
unchanged  since  the  first  year,  the  student  membership  has  increased 
gradually  with  the  enlargement  of  programs.  The  Board  now  annually  selects 
nine  students  from  among  IUSA.  workers  to  serve  as  members,  as  compared  to 
the  original  number  of  five  •  a  president,  vice  president,  treasurer  and 
six  senior  directors.  The  xour  students  originally  named  by  the  Dean  of 
Men' s  and  Dean  of  Women1 s  Councils  have  been  replaced  by  the  four  housing 
group  representatives — one  person  selected  by  each  of  the  following  groupss. 
Men1 s  Independent  Association,  Women' s  Group  System,  Interfraternity  Council, 
and  PanhelleniCo 

Because  it  is  yet  a  young  organization  and  because  the  territory  it  covers 
is  wide  and  varied,  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  still  in  the  process 
of  the  continuous  change  and  growth  that  marks  early  development,.  Members 
of  IUSA  welcome  suggestions  from  staff  and  students  for  expansion  of  present 
programs  or  addition  of  new  ones0

for  students  to  develop  skills  in  human  relations.  To  facilitate 
these  aims  and  purposes  the  Illini  Union  Board  shall?

C#  Department  of  Illini  Union  Student  Activities 

The  department  of  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  made  up  of 
staff  members  and  student  personnel.,  The  staff  includes  the  Social 
Director,  three  full-time  assistants,,  two  stenographers,  one  recep- 
tionist, part-time  student  stenographer,  and  two  part-time  accountants. 
This  group  is  the  permanent  part  of  the  organization  which  acts  as 
advisers  and  liaison  officers  for  the  students. 

Each  Assistant  Social  Director  is  assigned  the  advisorship  of  selected 
committees  including  those  having  weekly  programs,  and  those  handling 
special  events  such  as  Homecoming,  Dad's  Day,  Spring  Carnival.,  Stunt 
Show,  Union  Musical,  Founder's  Day,  Block  I,  Mother's  Day,  and  High 
School  Circus.  Assignments  are  divided  equally  among  the  three 
Assistant  Social  Directors  and  are  alternated  to  some  extent  each 
year  to  provide  a  variety  of  experience  for  each  staff  member,  so 
as  to  give  each  one* a  training  course  in  program  direction  and 
student  activity  administration. 

The  student  directors  of  departments,  president,  vice  president, 
housing  group  representatives,  and  treasurer  comprise  the  13  student 
voting  members  of  the  board.  There  are  six  faculty-staff  voting 

sobers*  The  activities  programs  are  administered  directly  by  the 
six  student  directors  while  the  entire  board  formulates  general 
policies  of  the  organization. 

Under  each. student  department  director,  a  group  of  major  chairmen 
and  committee  members  work  together  to  plan  and  execute  the  programs* 
The  35  committees  are  grouped  into  six  departments. 

The  Union  Board  is  not  a  political  organization  and  the  student 
members  obtain  their  positions  as  a  result  of  meritorious  service 
performed  within  the  Union  or  in  some  other  University  activity. 

D.  Vice  President 

The  addition  of  a  vice  president,  in  administration,  proved  to  be 
successful.  The  functions  of  a  liaison  between  Union  Building  Staff 
and  Union' s  chief  public  relations  officer  were  accomplished*

E.  Night  Supervisor 

The  addition  of  a  new  position  to  the  building  staff  contributed  to 
improve  relations  with  the  Building  Staff  and  students.  The 
Supervisor  was  on  duty  in  late  afternoon  and  evenings  when  IUSA 
programs  were  in  session.  He.  helped  student  chairmen  to  make 
decisions  in  all  cases  of  emergency.  He  provided  complete  infor- 
mation by  daily  contacts  with  IUSA  staff  and  student  vice  president, 

F.  Department  oi  UNESCO  nd  International  Affairs 

This  committee  was  discontinued  after  a  one  year  trial.  The 
director  recommends  that  the  one  Foreign  Student  committee  can 
accomplish  the  objectives  set  up  for  this  department.  The  objec- 
tives are  to  integrate  foreign  students  into  Student  Activities  and 
campus  life  and  to  sponsor  programs  using  Union  facilities.  The 
student  director  after  complete  research  concluded  that?

IUSA  methods  of  getting  committee 
members  is  not  adaptable  to  this  situation.  Few  foreign 
students  watch  for  Illini  announcements  and  few  voluntarily 
come  to  322  to  read  the  bulletin  board. 


5.  The  committee  should  work  on  two  types  of  programs,  sponsoring 
special  events  and  integration  of  foreign  students  into  regu- 
lar IUSA  committees. 

The  soccer  tournaments  help  to  fill  a  nead  in  that  all  foreign 
students  were  familiar  with  the  game  soccer,.  They  had  not  played 
it  here  with  organized  tournaments  or  regular  referees.  This  one 
program  includes  more  than  one-third  of  the  entire  group.  Since 
there  is  also  a  North  American  team,  students  from  the  U„S.  also 
meet  students  from  foreign  countries. 

F.  National  Contacts 

Conferences  of  the  Association  of  College  Unions  -  national  and 
regional  were  held.  Two  student  executives  and  one  staff  member 
attended  the  annual  National  Convention.  This  conference  was  a 
training  program  and  an  exchange  of  ideas  and  methods  in  Union 
activities  and  operations.  The  department  sent  three  students 
and  two  staff  representatives  to  the  Union  Regional  Conference 
held  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

ILLINI  UrIION  PROGRAMS 

The  Union  discontinues  a  committee  whenever  it  no  longer  appears  to 
have  a  function.  Names  are  changed  yearly  in  an  effort  to  have  name 
and  function  of  committee  more  closely  related.  Answers  to  the 
following  questions  are  used  as  criteria  for  evaluating  each  program 
to  determine  its  future  value. 

1.  Does  each  program  have  a  function  at  the  present  time? 

2.  Does  the  committee  function  all  year  or  is  it  a  seasonal  event? 

3.  Do  the  programs  provide  sufficient  variety  so  that  each  student 
can  find  something  to  stimulate  his  interest?

Barbershoppers  -  In  a  move  to  establish  a  program  of  recreational 
singing  on  the  campus  the  Illini  Union  established  a  committee 
known  as  "The  Barbershoppers «,w  It  works  in  conjunction  with  the 
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local  Charapaign-Urbana  Chapter  of  SPEBSQSA,  (an  international 
barbershop  singing  society).  The  activities  division  of  the 
Union  took  a  poll  of  all  organized  men' s  houses  on  the  campus 
which  indicated  sufficient  interest  to  warrant  the  establish- 
ment of  a  barbershop  group. 

In  line  with  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  and  Encouragement 
of  Barbershop  Quartet  Singing  in  America,  the  Illini  Union 
Barbershoppers  are  particularly  concerned  with  encouraging 
and  preserving  Barbershop  Harmony  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
They  have  sort  of  a  motto  that  "wherever  college  kids  congregate 
they  start  singing  -  why  not  have  them  singing  Barbershop?11 

D.  Committees  Dropped 

1.  Second  semester,  1952-53,  Illini  Union  Open  House,  held  at  the 
Illini  Union  was  dropped  at  the  request  ox  the  Freshman  Week 
Committee.  A  Personnel  Management  survey  of  students  working 
or  committees  in  IUSA  indicated  that  very  few  students  apply 
for  committee  work  because  of  their  Open  House  experience.

U,  Unesco  Information  Committee  was  set  up  to  increase  student 
interest  in  United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific  and  Cultural 
organization.  The  group  was  not  activated  and  the  student 
director  questions  a  need  for  it  on  this  particular  campus. 

E.  Committee  Reorganization

USE  OF  THE  UNION  FOR  INSTRUCTIONAL  PURPOSES 

An  effort  is  made  to  have  the  Union  make  contributions,  general  and 
specific,  to  the  process  of  education.  Although  it  is  a  policy  of 
the  Union  to  avoid  using  space  for  formal  classes,  requests  continue 
to  increase  for  the  use  of  the  Union  for  instructional  purposes.  During 
the  year,  the  following  situations  of  an  instructional  nature  were 
evident.

His  problem  was  to  outline 
a  method  of  evaluating  the  facilities,  program,  general  administra- 
tion, and  operation  of  the  Social  Recreation  Division  of  the  Illini 
Union.  The  results  of  the  study  made  using  Social  Director's 
staff  for  resource  material,  was  acceptable  to  the  graduate . 
supervisor  of  Recreation. 
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5.     Social  Forums  including  instruction  in  Social  Skills  are  held  in 
housing  groups.      2200  students  participated  during  the  year  in 
addition  to  programs  with  local  and  state  groups,    and  a  national 
fraternity  groups.

NEW  POLICIES  Of  ILLINI  UNION  BOARD 

1.  Annual  Reports  Policy 

The  students  solved  the  problem  of  delinquent  reports  by  setting  up 
a  special  schedule  for  reports  for  regular  weekly  committees,  Fall 
special  events,  and  Spring  special  events.  Reports  are  considered 
the  final  step  in  completion  of  a  job.  Non-award  of  keys,  non- 
promotion  to  future  committee,  record  on  personnel  card  were 
established  as  results  of  failure  to  complete  a  report.  As  a 
result  the  number  of  delinquent  reports  dropped  from  twenty  in 
June,  1°£2  to  one  in  June,  195>3» 

2.  Record  Lending  Library 

The  Union  Board  accepted  a  policy  set  up  by  the  student  committee 
establishing  definition  of  source  of  fines  (damaged  records,  late, 
and  lost  albums)  methods  of  collection  and  uses  of  fine  money. 

3.  Proxy  Voting 

The  Board  voted  that  the  Director  of  the  Illini  Union  and  the 
Social  Director  of  the  Illini  Union  may  be  represented  at  meetings 
of  the  Illini  Union  Board  by   proxies  designated  by  them,  and  these 
proxies  shall  have  full  (jfcw^s  .and^  privileges'  in  voting^  Such 
proxies  must  be  members -of  the  professional  staff  of '-the  Illini 
'Union*  who  are  not  regular  voting  members  of  the  Illini  Union  Board* 

h*     A  policy  was  set  up  to  act  as  a  guide  for  position  holding  in  the 
Illini  Union  Student  Activities.  This  policy  will  be  considered 
flexible;  any  exceptions  will  be  subject  to  review  by  the  IUSA 
Executive  Council.  Major  chairmen  may  hold  only  one  major 
chairmanship  at  any  one  time.  A  major  chairman  may  hold  only  one 
subchairraanship  during  the  school  year  in  which  he  is  a  major 
chairman.  A  person  may  hold  only  three  subchairmanships  during  the 
school  year. 

5.  Selection  of  IUSA  Directors 

The  president  and  vice  president  wrote  the  first  procedure  for 
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selecting  student  directors  and  officers.  Formerly  the  method  of 
selection  had  been  passed  on  verbally  each  year. 

6.  Program  Space — Huff  Gym 

It  was  agreed  that  all  programs  should  be  held  on  campus  in 
preference  to  down  town  theaters.  Huff  Gym  was  secured  for  the 
first  time  for  Homecoming  Stunt  Show  and  Spring  Musical  perfor- 
mances. The  adjacent  location  of  the  Coffee  House  used  for  scenery 
construction  saved  the  students  hours  of  traveling  and  labor. 

7.  Fine  Arts  Com.nittee  Art  Exhibit  Policy 

The  Board  adopted  a  policy  defining  types  of  exhibits,  eligible 
exhibitors,  space  and  rules  for  use  of  space.  This  was  necessary 
as  these  programs  involved  both  a  student  committee  and  building 
administrative  staff.

We  were  aslced  to  plan 
events  which  would  give  them  contacts  so  that  they  would  be 
speaking  English.  They  registered  after  the  regular  summer 
session  so  no  individual  program  was  needed  for  them.

I.  HISTORY  OF  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DEPARTMENT 

Organization  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  on  August  29,  19^2,  by 
action  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Trustees  marked  the  beginning  of 
Illini  Union  Student  Activities 0  Recommendation  for  the  move  had  come 
from  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  as  an  answer  to  student 
social  and  recreational  needs 0 

Previous  to  19U2  the  Men's  League  and  Women's  League  had  taken 
charge  of  many  events  of  an  all-campus  nature  at  the  University  of 
Illinois.  In  organizing  the  Illini  Union  Board  and  defining  its  func- 
tions the  Board  of  Trustees  transferred  most  of  the  duties  of  the 
former  groups  to  this  new  bodye  In  a  short  time  the  Men's  and  Women's 
League  ceased  to  exist  as  student  organizations „ 
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The  first  Board  included  six  faculty-staff — three  members  of  the 
faculty,  a  representative  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  Manager  and 
Social  Director  of  the  Illini  Union,  Nine  students  were  also  included 
in  the  membership— two  named  by  the  Dean  of  Men's  Council  for  the 
Men's  League,  two  named  by  the  Dean  of  Women's  Council  for  ohe  Women's 
League,  and  the  remaining  five  to  be  selected  by  the  Illini  Union  Board, 
although  authority  was  delegated  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs 
to  make  these  five  appointments  for  the  first  year. 

Although  the  number  of  faculty-staff  on  the  Illini  Union  Board  has 
remained  unchanged  since  the  first  year,  the  student  membership  has 
increased  gradually  with  the  enlargement  of  programs 0  The  Board  now 
annually  selects  nine  students  from  among  IUSA  workers  to  serve  as 
members,  as  compared  to  the  original  number  of  five— a  president,  vice 
president,  treasurer  and  six  senior  directors 0  The  four  students 
originally  named  by  the  Dean  of  Men's  and  Dean  of  Women's  Councils 
have  been  replaced  by  the  four  housing  group  representatives — one 
person  selected  by  each  of  the  following  groups?  Men's  Independent 
Association,  Women's  Group  System,  Inter fraternity  Council,  and  Pan- 
hellenic  Council,,  There  are  six  faculty-staff  voting  members „ 

The  Union  Board  is  not  a  political  organization  and  the  student 
members  obtain  their  position  as  a  result  of  meritorious  service  performed 
within  the  Union  or  in  some  other  University  activity  <> 

Student  programs  operating  during  the  first  year  weres  classical 
music  hours,  dances,  coffee  hours,  recreation,  social  forums,  dancing 
in  Commons,  and  publicity • 

These  seven  student  programs  have  been  expanded  to  include  28 
committees  handling  one  daily  event,  lU  weekly  events,  nine  occasional . 
events,  eight  major  annual  affairs,  and  six  services  to  students. 

In  the  new  set-up  students  are  given  a  major  part  of  the  authority 
in  planning  their  programs,  but  their  work  is  guided  and  coordinated  by 
the  Illini  Union  Social  Director 0  Specifically,  she  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  ascertaining  the  social  needs  of  the  young  people, 
operating  constructive  programs  through  which  these  needs  might  be 
met,  and  guiding  individual  students  in  the  light  of  their  peculiar 
needs  and  capacities,  into  activity  which  will  contribute  to  their 
growth. 

Because  it  is  yet  a  young  organization  and  because  the  territory 
it  covers  is  wide  and  varied,  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  still 
in  the  process  of  the  continuous  change  and  growth  that  marks  early 
development.  Members  of  IUSA  welcome  suggestions  from  staff  and  stu- 
dents for  expansion  of  present  programs  or  addition  of  new  ones. 


II.  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  ORGANIZATION 

Purpose  of  the  Illini  Union  Boards  as  stated  in  the  constitution,  is 
to  administer  programs  which  serve  the  cultural,  educational,  re 
creational,  and  social  interests  of  the  general  student  body  and 
University  staff,  and  by  these  programs  to  aid  the  development  of 
leadership  and  provide  opportunity  for  students  to  develop  skills 
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in  human  relations 0  To  facilitate  these  aims  and  purposes  the 
Illini  Union  Board  shall s 

1.  Be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  those  student  activi- 
ties, programs,  and  services  which  are  of  an  all-University 
nature  for  either  men  or  women,  or  both.  Such  activities,  pro 
grams,  and  services  are  indicated  on  the  chart  (See  Exhibit  A) 
and  these  may  be  expanded  by  assignment,  or  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs c 

2.  Be  responsible  for  organizing  and  directing  programs  of  activi- 
ties for  the  faculty,  staff,  and  alumni  of  the  University, 

3.  Act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Director  of  the  Illini  Union 
with  regard  to  the  management  and  operation  of  the  Illini  Union 
and  its  auxiliary  enterprises,, 

B.  Objectives  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  ares 

1»  To  plan  and  execute  programs  of  a  cultural,  educational,  and 
social  nature, 

2,  To  make  constructive  use  of  leisure  time  a  factor  in  total 

student  education  and  supplement  student  needs  not  met  by  formal 
education, 

3o  To  develop  student  skills  in  human  relations  by  participation 
in  group  activities  which  illustrate  actual  problems'  in  organ- 
ization and  administration,, 

ko     To  plan  a  sufficient  variety  of  programs  to  interest  the  gen- 
eral student  body, 

£•  To  provide  programs  both  for  committee  participation  and  audience 
participation, 

Co  Department  of  Illini  Union  Student  Activities 

The  department  of  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  made  up  of 
student  personnel  and  staff  members 0  The  staff  includes  the  Social 
Director,  three  full-time  assistants,  two  stenographers,  one  re- 
ceptionist, part-time  student  stenographer,  and  two  part-time 
student  accountants.  This  group  is  a  permanent  part  of  the  organ- 
ization which  acts  as  advisers  and  liaison  officers  for  the  students 
and  provides  continuity. 

Each  Assistant  Social  Director  is  assigned  the  advisership  of 
selected  committees  including  daily  programs,  weekly  programs, 
occasional  programs  and  special  programs,  which  are  Homecoming s 
Dad's  Day,  Spring  Carnival,  Stunt  Show,  Union  Musical,  Mother's 
Day,  International  Fair,  and  High  School  Circus,  Assignments  are 
divided  equally  among  the  three  Assistant  Social  Directors  and  are 
alternated  to  some  extent  each  year  to  provide  a  variety  of  ex- 
perience for  each  staff  member,  so  as  to  give  each  one  a  complete 
training  course  in  program  direction  and  student  activity  adminis- 
tration. 


D.  Revisions  wi thin  Student  Activities  Organization

The  Board  and  CSA  voted  to  make  this  position  permanent 
after  the  trial  period,  1952-S3 „  The  function  is  to 
promote  cooperation  between  all  students,  building  staff , 
and  to  improve  public  relations  with  the  entire  university,, 
The  areas  of  work  includes  1.  Students  and  staff  relation- 
ships „  2.  Public  relations  with  outside  organizations 
and  individuals.  The  Vice-president  acted  as  the  Directors" 
representative  to  the  Union  Council  meetings  and  to  the 
weekly  Building  Staff  meetings. 

b.  Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer  were  advised 
by  one  assigned  staff  member  and  resulting  progress  in 
the  financial  area  was  evident.  A  program  was  set  up  to 
educate  all  IUSA  personnel  to  become  more  "budget-con- 
scious ."  The  recording  of  debits  and  credits  to  the  general 
journal  and  ledger  accounts  was  transferred  from  the 
Student  Treasurer  to  the  Union  Accounting  Office.  All 
entertainment  programs  with  the  exception  of  movies  were 
tax  free.  The  Union  Movie  federal  ticket  entertainment 
tax  was  removed  April  1,  195k  <>     Removal  of  this  20$  tax 
improved  our  financial  situation  as  the  movie  price 
remained  2$$0 

c.  Student  Directors 

Each  Director  was  assigned  to  a  department  with  a  variety  of 
committees  in  preference  to  one  with  similar  programs 0  As- 
signments were  recommended  according  to  classification  of 
special  events  (fall  and  spring),  occasional,  seasonal^,  and 
weekly  events,  and  service  committees .  The  names  of  the  de- 
partments bear  no  direct  relationship  to  all  the  committees 
in  each  department.  They  were  arranged  to  suggest $   in  a 
general  way,  the  various  phases  of  activity  of  IUSA  com- 
mittees. 

For  the  first  time  in  eleven  years  a  student  Director 
resigned.  The  directorships  are  executive  training  posi- 
tions and  are  time-consuming.  His  resignation  in  Sep- 
tember necessitated  a  division  of  work  among  the  other 
Directors  until  a  new  one  could  be  selected,  and  the  lack 
of  the  Directors'  Training  Course  proved  a  handicap  to 
the  individual  chosen  as  well  as  the  entire  group. 

2.  Changes  in  Staff  Functions 

All  staff  advisers  were  professionally  trained  persons  with 
experience  ranging  from  two  to  seven  years.  Four  of  the 
seven  staff  members  were  new  on  this  staff.  During  second 
semester  the  Receptionist  worked  half-time  as  a  staff  ad- 
viser. The  proportion  of  two  men  and  two  women  advisers 
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showed  evidence  of  strengthening  the  organization  administra- 
tive ly0

The  Social  Director  and  her  staff  conducted  a  training  course 
to  help  Directors  adjust  to  their  roles  of  "student  advisers." 
These  leaders  in  turn  relayed  the  information  to  the  major 
chairmen,  subchairmen,  and  committee  members 0  Such  subjects 
as  the  following  were  discussed:  Union  Constitution,  Leader- 
ship, Student  Personnel,  Interviewing,  Communications  and 
Public  Relations,  Budget,  and  Building  Facilities  and  Services. 
The  staff  and  student  leaders  became  better  acquainted,  and 
students  seemed  to  profit  from  personal  interviews  and  eval- 
uation meetings. 

2.  Subchairmen  Council  Meetings 

Subchairmen  held  group  bj   eekly  meetings  with  the  help  of 
the  Personnel  Management  committee.  Senior  officers  conducted 
the  meetings. 

3.  Annual  Workshops 

Two  annual  workshops  were  held  for  all  Board  members  and  all 
chairmen.  The  fall  meeting  accomplished  the  introduction  to 
policies,  procedures,  finances,  public  relations,  interviews, 
and  awards „  Board  members  see  prospective  Board  members  in 
action  at  the  Spring  Workshop.  Specific  problems  and  recom- 
mendations from  the  student  group  made  up  the  agenda  in  the 
spring .

VI.   NEW  POLICIES  OF  ILLINI  UNION  BOARD 

A0  Annual  100  Banquet.  The  policy  was  revised  to  emphasize  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Union  Board  rather  than  the  faculty  advisers  of  the 
various  organizations  in  making  selection.  The  Illini  Union  Board 
shall  consider  annually  (1)  the  list  of  organizations  to  be  included 
in  the  invitation  list  for  the  100  Banquet,  and  (2)  a  quota  assigned 
to  each  organization  to  be  presented  at  the  Banquet.  Names  of 
students  qualified  to  be  invited  from  each  organization  shall  be 
determined  by  the  faculty  advisers  of  each  activity. 

B.  The  Board  of  Fraternity  Affairs  and  Interfraternity  Council  recom- 
mended to  the  Union  Board  that  beginning  with  the  19^3  Homecoming 
Stunt  Show  equal  awards  be  given  to  all  groups  participating  in 
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Stunt  Show  and  that  no  judging  or  ranking  be  done0  The  Union  Board 
accepted  the  recommendation.  Reasons  given  for  the  change  were  that 
the  students  requested  the  change,  the  houses  would  not  spend  so 
much  money  or  time,  members  of  houses  would  have  one  less  reason 
for  poor  scholarship,  group  pressure  would  be  released,  and  public 
relations  would  be  improved  both  within  housing  groups  and  between 
housing  groups.

Union  Movies  were  included  in  the  summer  program  for  the  first  time. 
Three  movies  were  shown  during  the  summer  on  Saturday  nights.  Most  of 
the  arrangements  were  made  by  staff  members.  Admission  was  charged. 
Three  Film  Forums,  sponsored  jointly  with  the  Library  School  and  the 
Summer  Session,  were  held  during  July.  There  was  no  charge. 

The  Summer  Prom  was  held  on  the  Union  Terrace.  The  grass  in  front 
©f  the  terrace  was  roped  off  for  a  seating  area. 

The  All-Staff  Coffee  Hour  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty 
Social  committee. 

Student  committees  planned  the  Summer  Prom  and  Registration  Dance. 
The  Film  Forums,  movies,  and  dances  were  arranged  by  staff  members. 


IX.  DEPARTMENT  OF  STAFF  AFFAIRS 
A.  Faculty  Social  Committee 

1.  The  University  discontinued  payment  of  Union  fees  for  faculty 
and  staff  members.  The  committee  had  no  budget  so  its  program 
has  been  curtailed. 

a.  The  President's  Reception  and  Open  House  for  Faculty  was 
presented  with  the  financial  aid  of  the  President's  Office 
and  the  University  Club.  The  Open  House  became  a  more  formal 
affair  and  the  exhibits  were  discontinued. 

b.  Expenses  for  Faculty  Social  and  Square  Dancing  classes  were 
not  covered  even  by  weekly  contributions  by  participants. 
Consequently  some  of  the  Graduate  committee  budget  was  used 
to  cover  the  deficit. 

c.  The  Town  and  Gown  Party  was  held  but  incurred  a  loss. 

d.  Three  Play  Reading  evenings  were  initiated  by  the  group  and 
proved  to  be  of  interest. 

2.  Recommendations 

a.  That  Plav  Reading  programs,  Social  and  Square  Dancing  classes 
be  sponsored  by  the  Graduate. committee  or  some  faculty  group e 

b.  That  more  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  needs  of  graduate  student 
Drograras  and  staff  members  be  encouraged  to  attend  events 
sponsored  by  the  graduate  committee. 
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B,  Graduate  committee 


A  Graduate  committee  was  formed  after  a  year's  lapse  to  offer  graduate 
students  social  events,  open  to  those  of  graduate  age  or  interest  as 
well  as  official  graduate  students 0  The  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School 
attended  a  coffee  hour  and  took  a  special  interest  in  the  development 
of  the  committee.

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INTRODUCTION 


Since  the  opening  of  the  Union  in  February,  19l;l,   and  the  beginning  of  the 
student  organization  in  19U2,   the  Union  Social  Director  has  compiled  an 
annual  report  for  the  purpose  of  recording  as  completely  as  possible  the 
development  of  the  Student  Activities  Department  of  the  mini  Union. 

Student  activities  are  influenced  by  factors  such  as  enrollment.     During  the 
first  semester  of  1951i-55,   16,866  students  were  enrolled  at  the  University, 
12,6U8  men  and  It, 218  women.     Graduate  students  numbered  2,955  an     increase 
over  last  year,   and  Korean  veteran  enrollment  rose  from  3,555  last  year  to 
a  high  of  3,780  during  the  second  semester,  1955« 

Twenty-seven  undergraduate  committees  presented  more  than  35  different  kinds 
of  programs  during  195h-55»     IUSA  continued  to  be  self-supporting. 

HISTORY  OF  ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  DEPARTMENT 

Organization  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  on  August  29,  19^2,  by  action  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  Trustees  marked  the  beginning  of  Illini  Union  Student 
Activities.     Recommendation  for  the  move  had  come  from  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs  as  an  answer  to  student  social  and  recreational  needs. 

Previous  to  19k2  the  Men's  League  and  Women's  League  had  taken  charge  of 
many  events  of  an.  all -campus  nature  at  the  University  of  Illinois.     In  organ- 
izing the  Illini     Union  Board  and  defining  its  functions  the  Board  of  Trustees 
transferred  most  of  the  duties  of  the  former  groups  to  this  new  body.     In  a 
short  time  the  Men's  and  Women's  League  ceased  to  exist  as  student  organiza- 
tions. 

The  first  Beard  included  six  faculty-staff-— three  members  of  the  faculty,  a 
representative  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  Manager  and  Social  Director  of 
the  Illini  Union.     Nine  students  were  also  included  in  the  membership- — two  re- 
presented Men's  League,   two  represented  Women's  League,   and  five  were  selected 
by  the  Illini  Union  Board,  although  authority  was  delegated  to  the  Committee 
on  Student  Affairs  to  make  these  five  appointments  for  the  first  year. 

Although  the  number  of  faculty  and  staff  members  has  remained  unchanged  since 
the  first  year,  the  student  membership  has  varied  according  to  need.     The 
present  Board  selected  nine  students:     a  president,  vice-president,  treasurer, 
and  six  senior  directors.      Four  students  represent  the  four  housing  groups? 
Men's  Independent  Association,  Women's  Group  System,  Interfraternity  Council, 
and  Panhellenic  Council. 

The  Union  Board  is  not  a  political  organization  and  the  student  members  obtain 
their  position  as  a  result  of  meritorious  service  performed  within  the  Union 
or  in  some  other  University  activity.  ^  ,  !DRm  Q?  m 
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Student  programs  operating  during  the  first  year  were:  classical  music 
hours,  dances,  coffee  hours,  recreation,  social  forums,  dancing  in  Commons, 
and  publicity,,  These  seven  programs  have  been  increased  to  27. 

In  the  present  set-up  students  are  given  a  major  part  of  the  authority  in 
planning  their  programs,  but  their  work  is  guided  and  coordinated  by  xhe 
Illini  Union  Social  Director  and  her  staff „  They  are  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  ascertaining  the  social  needs  of  the  students,  operating  con- 
structive programs  through  which  these  needs  might  be  met,  and  guiding  in- 
dividual students  in  the  light  of  their  peculiar  needs  and  capacities,  into 
activity  which  will  contribute  to  their  growth* 

Because  it  has  functioned  for  only  iJU  years  and  because  the  territory  it 
covers  is  uride  and  varied,  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  is  still  in  the 
process  of  the  continuous  change  and  growth  that  marks  early  development,. 
Members  of  IUSA  welcome  suggestions  from  staff  and  students  for  expansion  of 
present  programs  or  addition  of  new  onesB 


ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  ORGANIZATION 


The  purpose  of  the  Illini  Union  Board,  as  stated  in  the  constitution,  is  to 
administer  programs  which  serve  the  cultural,  educational,  recreational,  and 
social  interest  of  the  general  student  body  and  University  staff,  and  by  these 
programs  to  aid  the  development  of  leadership  and  provide  opportunity  for 
students  to  develop  skills*, in  human  relations,,  To  facilitate  these  aims  and 
purposes  the  Illini  Union  Board  shall: 

Be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  these  student  activi- 
ties, programs,  and  services  which  are  of  an  all-University 
nature  for  either  men  or  women,  or  both. 

Be  responsible  for  organizing  and  directing  programs  of  activi- 
ties for  the  faculty,  staff,  and  alumni  of  the  University,, 

Act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Director  of  the  Illini  Union 
with  regard  to  the  management  and  operation  of  the  Illini  Union 
and  its  auxiliary  enterprises. 

The  Objectives  of  the  Illini  Union  Board: 

To  plan  and  execute  programs  of  a  cultural,  educational,  and 
social  nature* 

To  make  constructive  use  of  leisure  time  a  factor  in  total 
student  education  and  supplement  student  needs  not  met  by  formal 
education* 

To  develop  student  skills  in  human  relations  by  participation  in 
group  activities  which  illustrate  actual  problems  in  organiza- 
tion and  admin is tration© 
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To  plan  a  sufficient  variety  of  programs  to  interest  the 
general  student  body. 

To  provide  programs  both  for  committee  participation  and 
audience  participation.

niini  Union  Student  Activities  has  a  staff  of  professional  people  to  assist 
or  advise  the  student  workers  and  to  provide  continuity.  This  year  the  staff 
has  included  the  Social  Director,  three  full-time  assistants,  two  steno- 
graphers, one  receptionist,  and  one  part-time  student  stenographer. 

Each  of  the  three  Assistant  Social  Directors  serves  as  an  adviser  to  assigned 
committees,  varied  each  year  to  provide  experience  in  handling  each  kind  of 
program:  daily,  weekly,  occasional  or  a  special  event  such  as  Homecoming  or 
Spring  Musical.  The  senior  member  serves  as  the  administrative  assistant. 


STUDENT  AND  STAFF  TRAINING 

Conferences 

Big  Ten  Conference 

The  University  was  host  school  for  the  19£1|  Big  Ten  Conference 
held  at  Allerton  Park.  Four  staff  members  and  eight  students 
attended. 

Regional  Conference 

Three  staff  members  and  six  students  represented  Illinois  at 
the  conference  held  in  December  at  Ball  State  Teachers  College, 
Huncie,  Indiana. 

National  Conference 

The  Social  Director  attended  the  conference  in  April  at  Greenbrier, 
"White  Sulphur  Springs,  West  Virginia. 

Training  Programs  and  Evaluation 

Student  Directors'  Training  Course 

The  Social  Director  and  her  staff  conducted  a  training  course  to 
help  Directors  adjust  to  their  roles  of  "student  advisers."  These 
leaders  in  turn  relayed  the  information  to  the  major  chairmen,  sub- 
chairmen,  and  committee  members.  Such  subjects  as  the  following 
were  discussed:  Union  Constitution,  Leadership,  Student  Personnel, 
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Interviewing,  Communications  and  Public  Relations,  Budget, 
and  Building  Facilities  and  Services.  The  staff  and  student 
leaders  became  better  acquainted,  and  students  seemed  to  profit 
from  personal  interviews  and  evaluation  meetings. 

Council  Meetings  for  Subchairmen 

Subchairmen  held  group  bi-weekly  meetings  with  the  help  of  the 
Personnel  Management  committee.  Senior  officers  conducted  the 
meetings. 

Annual  Workshops 

Two  annual  workshops  were  held  for  all  Board  members  and  all 
chairmen.  The  fall  meeting  accomplished  the  introduction  to 
policies,  procedures,  finances,  public  relations,  interviews, 
and  awards.  Board  members  see  prospective  Board  members  in 
action  at  the  Spring  Workshop.  Specific  problems  and  recom- 
mendations from  the  student  group  made  up  the  agenda  in  the 
spring.

MATTERS  OF  POLICY  AND  ADMINISTRATION 


Changes  in  IUSA  Organization 

The  Illini  Union  Constitution  was  amended  to  provide  that  (l)  student  directors 
will  number  seven  rather  than  eight;  seven  directors  and  the  Director  of 
Finance  will  constitute  the  Executive  Council.   (2)  There  will  be  six  depart- 
ments: five  student  departments  and  one  department  of  staff  affairs „ 

For  the  first  semester  of  195*U-5>5>j  IUSA  officers  were  President,  Vice-President, 
Director  of  Finance,  Director  of  Public  Relations,  and  four  program  Directors 
identified  by  number.  Two  resignations  made  this  plan  impracticable,  however, 
and  the  committees  belonging  to  the  Director  of  Public  Relations  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  program  Directors. 

The  title  of  treasurer  was  changed  to  Director  of  Finance  and  three  assistants 
have  been  assigned  to  this  officer.  No  remuneration  is  accorded  to  any  of  the 
four  positions. 

A  Department  of  Student -Alumni  Relations  no  longer  exists  within  IUSA  frame- 
work. With  a  review  of  the  changing  relationships  in  recent  years  between  the 
Alumni  Association  and  IUSA,  a  department  has  been  designated  instead  "Public 
Relations  and  Student -Alumni  Affairs." 

The  IUSA  President,  Vice-President,  and  Director  of  Finance  were  an  Executive 
Committee  of  three  to  plan  the  work  of  the  Directors.

Some  of  the  more  significant  difficulties 


were : 


Basketball  Tournament  as  proposed  by  IUSA.  CSA  suggested  several 
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qualifications  upon  the  contest  in  order  to  make  it  accept- 
able to  that  committee.  Illini  Union  Board  did  not  approve 
the  changes,  and  the  contest  was  dropped. 

Refusal  by  CSA  to  approve  the  Spring  Carnival  Safety  Measure 
proposed  by  the  Provost  and  endorsed  by  the  Spring  Carnival 
Executive  committee.  The  latter  committee  and  the  Union  Board 
submitted  a  compromise  plan  which  was  then  approved  by  CSA. 

A  study  by  a  specially-appointed  CSA  subcommittee  of  IUSA  budgets 
and  financial  statements  for  the  past  three  years  resulted  in 
some  public  criticism,  based  on  erroneous  conclusions© 

Much  of  the  difficulty  between  IUSA  and  CSA  results  from  unwillingness  of  some 
CSA  members  to  consider  Illini  Union  Board  and  IUSA  as  responsible  groiips, 
fully  able  to  plan  and  administer  programs  successfully.  The  IUSA  budget  and 
several  proposals  have  been  scrutinized  with  excessive  care.  Much  of  this 
seems  to  be  duplication  of  the  efforts  of  students,  staff,  and  faculty  members 
connected  with  the  Illini  Union. 


Finances

In  view  of  the  thriving  financial  situation  of  IUSA  and  the  consequent  un- 
fortunate criticism  of  IUSA's  finances,  it  seems  imperative  that  certain 
points  be  considered  here. 

At  the  end  of  the  1952-53  year,  IUSA  had  a  deficit  of  $31*00  and  was  clearly  in 
a  very  shaky  financial  position.  As  a  result,  every  effort  was  made  to  trim, 
the  1953 -5h  budget  and  to  watch  expenditures  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of 
1953-51;  IUSA  had  made  a  £6,000  profit.  This  was  easily  traced  to  the  un- 
usually large  financial  success  of  Union  Movies,  Spring  Musical,  and  Stunt 
Show  and  to  the  lack  of  excessive  or  unpredicted  expenditures. 


The  l?5U-5>3>  budget  returned  some  of  the  items  that  had  been  reduced  the 
previous  year  but  this  did  not  provide  for  the  high  degree  of  monetary 
success  since  some  of  the  income  could  not  have  been  predicted.  It  is 
evident  that  this  past  year  was  successful  financially.  Since  IUSA  is  a 
non-profit  organization,  it  is  important  that  the  Union  Board  find  a  nay 
to  utilize  the  accumulated  profits  not  needed  for  reserve  in  such  a  way  as 
to  directly  benefit  the  student  body.

The  High  School  Circus  committee  received  the  cooperation  of  Illinois  High 
School  Association,  Athletic  Association,  Daily  Illini,  Dean,  of  Students, 
University  Security  Officer,  University  Gymnastic  Team,  and  the  School  of 
Music. 

The  University  Security  Officer  agreed  to  help  the  Fine  Arts  Record  Lending 
Library  collect  payments  on  records  overdue 0 

The  Air  Force  ROTC,  Army  ROTC,  Naval  ROTC  sponsored  displays  in  the  Armory 
during  the  High  School  Circus, 

Arnold  Air  Society,  Scabbard  and  Blade,  and  Pershing  Rifles  participated  in 
the  Queen  Coronation  held  during  High  School  Circus, 

The  University  Board  on  Undergraduate  Scholarships  awarded  the  "19  £5  Sweet 
Sixteen  Scholarship"  to  a  freshman  enrolled  in  technical  engineering.  The 
scholarship  is  financed  by  excess  profits  from  High  School  Circus. 

The  Red  Cross  committee  worked  with  the  Champaign  County  Red  Cross  Chapter 
and  the  Red  Cross  Branch  at  Chanute  Air  Force  Base  Hospital* 

The  Spring  Carnival  committee  worked  with  University  Fire  and  Safety  Board, 
Security  Officer,  a  special  CSA  committee,  Public  Functions  Supervisor,  and 
Dean  of  Student  Organizations  in  connection  with  the  crowd  control  plan* 

A  journalism  student  used  IUSA  programs  as  a  basis  for  four  feature  stories, 
some  of  the  information  in  which  was  used  by  the  Office  of  Public  Relations, 
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The  Union  Social  Director  was  guest  speaker  at  a  Social  Forum  held  at  the 
Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  National  Convention  at  Allerton  House  in  March.   Five 
members  of  the  Social  Forum  committee  assisted  her  in  presenting  a  Forum. 

Both  the  1955  Spring  Musical  and  the  Barbershoppers  Show  had  their  opening 
nights  at  Chanute  Air  Farce  Base  this  spring.

Block  I 

A  second  Block  I  was  started  on  the  west  side  of  Memorial  Stadium.  The 
committee  was  enlarged  to  handle  the  additional  responsibilities. 

Illini  Union  Board  has  approved  the  purchase  of  900  orange  wool  felt  capes 
for  the  second  Block  I. 

Fox -Movietone  News  filmed  University  of  Illinois  scenes  for  Punts  and  Stunts, 
a  12-minute  short,  using  Block  I,  Union  Activities,  and  the  marching  band  as 
the  focal  points 0 

Campus  Talent 

The  Campus  Talent  committee  has  filled  a  definite  need  during  195U-55  by 
supplying  University  and  civic  groups  with  entertainment  and  lifting  some  of 
the  pressure  from  the  Club  Commons  and  Red  Cross  committees.  Seventy-five 
student  entertainers  were  registered  with  the  Campus  Talent  committee. 

Club  Commons 

In  view  of  decreased  attendance  during  1953-51;  at  Club  Commons,  fewer  of  these 
programs  were  scheduled. 

Dances 

All  dance  committees  were  combined  into  a  single  committee.  Under  dances 
will  be  square  dance  on  Tuesday,  ballroom  dancing  instruction  on  Wednesday, 
Wednesday  night  dances,  Friday  night  hop-,  special  Saturday  night  dances,  and 
folk  dancing. 


A  square  dance  festival  in  May  was  sponsored  by  the  square  dance  committee 
for  local  and  neighboring  square  dancers.  Live  music  was  featured. 

A  weekly  folk  dancing  program  was  begun  in  the  Spring  of  1°£5>. 

Fine  Arts 

Mr.  David  Kwok,  Chinese  artist,  gave  a  lecture -demonstration  and  exhibit  of 
his  paintings  in  the  Wedgewood  Lounge.  His  appearance  was  co-sponsored  by 
IUSA  and  the  Chinese  Students  Club. 

An  "Art  by  the  Architects"  exhibit  was  co -sponsored  by  the  Fine  Arts  committee 
and  the  Architecture  Department  during  Mother's  Day  week  end. 

The  Record  Lending  Library  purchased  $582.12  worth  of  records  this  year  to 
add  to  the  collection  t^hich  this  year  provided  a  total  of  1,000  people  an 
average  of  2,000  records  a  month. 

High  School  Circus 

High  School  Circus  badges  were  sold  as  admission  to  the  Wednesday  night  dance 
in  the  Ballroom  for  basketball  tournament  visitors.  Seventeen  activity  groups 
sponsored  booths. 

The  High  School  Circus  committee  gave  a  l5-minute  television  program  over 
WCIA  explaining  the  purpose,  events,  and  facilities  of  the  Circus. 

A  high  school  quartet  from  Pinckneyville  participated  in  the  Circus  side  show. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  a  competing  team  has  participated  in  the  entertain- 
ment. 

The  16  high  schools  participating  in  the  basketball  tournament  were  sent  a 
questionnaire  to  learn  opinions  about  the  High  School  Circus,  its  events  and 
function.  Replies  indicated  approval  of  a  High  School  Circus  next  year, 
interest  in  a  cheering  contest,  and  a  favorable  response  to  high  school 
students '  participating  in  entertainment  at  the  Circus. 

Jazz -U-Like -It 

Jazz-U-Like-It  shows  featured  live  music  at  each  performance;  no  record  shows 
were  scheduled. 

Mother's  Day 

Irene  Pierson,  Union  Social  Director,  appeared  on  television  station  WCIA  to 
give  background  and  present  the  program  of  the  Mother's  Day  week  end,  along 
with  llancy  Gratigny,  general  chairman,  and  Tom  Soderstrora,  program  chairman. 

One  Hundred  Banquet 

tickets  for  the  annual  100  Banquet  were  sold  at  $2.5>0  per  person  in  order  to 
enable  honored  seniors  to  invite  guests. 
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Personnel 

In  mid-year,  two  committees,  Personnel  Development  and  Personnel  Management, 
were  combined  to  form  the  Personnel  committee. 

A  chart  showing  IUSA  organization,  personnel  and  positions  was  made  by  the 
Personnel  committee  and  hung  in  322. 

A  third  Allerton  Workshop  was  held  in  May  this  year  for  the  purpose  of 
orienting  newly- appointed  directors  and  chairmen. 


Public  Relations 

The  Student  Union  News  was  printed  this  year  by  a  job  printer  instead  of 
being  mult ili the d. 

A  Public  Relations  committee  has  been  formed  to  revitalize  IUSAts  public  re- 
lations program.  This  committee  is  a  consolidation  of  News  and  Advertising, 
House  Publications,  and  Office  Management* 

Spring  Carnival 

A  House  Representatives  Workshop  was  held  this  Spring  to  promote  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  purpose  of  Carnival  and  to  give  the  73  participating  groups 
aid  in  construction,  publicity,  script-writing,  costumes,  and  showmanship. 
Five  meetings  were  held  with  an  attendance  of  approximately  l£o  per  session. 

A  new  trophy-award  system  was  adopted  by  the  Spring  Carnival  committee.   Two 
trophies  were  given  for  first,  two  for  second,  etc,  in  each  division  rather 
than  awarding  a  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  etc.,  place  trophy.  The 
number  of  awards  in  each  division  was  determined  by  the  number  of  entrants. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  University  Safety  and  Fire  Prevention  Board  and  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  the  Spring  Carnival  committee  introduced  a  crowd 
control  plan,  charging  5>0  cent  admission  from  7:00  to  10s30  p.m.  A  total  of 
twenty  thousand  people,  including  participants,  attended  Carnival,  and  6,1*00 
were  paid  admissions.  The  Carnival  committee  and  Safety  and  Fire  Prevention 
Board  were  satisfied  with  the  effective  handling  of  crowds,  which  were  limited 
to  5j00C  within  the  Armory  at  one  time.  Attendance  was  smaller  than  last  year, 
probably  as  a  result  of  crowd  control  and  admission  charge,  but  total  income 
went  up  to  approximately  $13,000. 

For  the  first  time  houses  were  given  information  following  the  Carnival  about 
the  judging  results.  House  representatives  discussed  the  judging  sheets  with 
the  Carnival  adviser  making  complaints  about  Carnival  management  or  suggestions 
for  improving  next  year's  Carnival. 

Spring  Musical 

The  Spring  Musical  Executive  committee  offered  students  the  opportunity  to 
submit  an  original  script,  at  the  same  time  selecting  a  stock  production, 
Good  News,  if  no  original  shows  proved  acceptable* 


The  Spring  Musical  Executive  committee  elected  to  return  to  the  proscenium 
stage  after  three  annual  productions  d one  arena-style. 

Stunt  Show 

Two  separate  Stunt  Shows  were  presented,  one  on  Friday  and  one  on  Saturday 
of  Homecoming  week  end,  allowing  12  shows  to  be  given,  six  each  night.  The 
chief  consideration  was  to  avoid  repetition  within  an  evening's  performance 
in  type  of  music,  plot,  choreography,  lighting,  and  props. 

Ulini  Union  Board  approved  the  return  to  former  trophy  award  system  for 
Stunt  Show;  first  and  second  place  trophies  were  presented  at  both  per- 
formances rather  than  awarding  trophies  to  all  participating  houses* 

In  an  effort  to  determine  audience  opinion  of  the  195k   Homecoming  Stunt- 
Show,  questionnaires  were  placed  inside  each  program  containing  six  questions, 

Tournaments 

The  IUSA  Table  Tennis  Tournament  finished  second  in  the  National  Inter- 
collegiate Table  Tennis  Tournament  in  team  competition,. 

The  Chess  Club  was  discontinued  because  of  lack  of  student  interest  in  main- 
taining the  club  this  year. 

The  International  Soccer  Club  has  replaced  the  Foreign  Student  Group. 

A  permanent  wall  plaque* which  will  be  inscribed  with  the  winners  of  each 
year's  international  soccer  tournament,  has  been  purchased  by  the  Inter- 
national Soccer  Club. 

It  was  learned  that  the  first  place  trophies  won  by  the  Colombia  Soccer  team 
in  the  last  two  years  are  now  on  display  at  the  University  of  the  Andes  in 
Bogota,  Colombia. 


NEW  HIOJECTS 


Operation  Count 

A  student  committee  supervised  a  count  of  people  using  the  Union  Building 
between  7^00  a.m.  and  11:00  p.m.  on  May  19  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  the 
extent  of  building  use.  More  than  10, COO  people  entered  during  these  hours. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  a  count  be  taken  twice  a  year— in  the  spring  and 
in  the  winter. 
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Information  Booklet 

The  mini  Union  Board  Chairman  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  matter 
of  possible  publication  of  an  all -campus  information  booklet  to  succeed  the 
I-Book.  Committee  representatives  have  been  selected  from  the  Alumni 
Association,  Dean  of  Students  Office,  Illini  Union  staff,  YMCA,  Student 
Senate,  and  IUSA,  which  will  supply  the  chairman. 

IUSA  and  the  Independent  Student 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  independent  participation  in  student  activities,  a 
staff  adviser  visited  two  women's  residence  halls  during  the  second  semester 
to  explain  the  procedure  and  possibilities  for  IUSA  activities. 

President's  Portrait 

The  Illini  Union  Board  has  sponsored  a  program  to  solicit  funds  for  a  portrait 
of  President  Lloyd  Morey  as  a  gift  to  the  University.  The  project  has  been 
handled  in  cooperation  with  the  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board.  Appeals  have 
been  made  to  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  the  general  public.  IUSA  will 
underwrite  one -half  of  the  deficiency  between  funds  raised  and  the  cost  of  the 
portarei^ which  will  be  $2,000. 

Advisership  of  Recreation  Students_ 

In  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Recreation,  an  Assistant  Social  Director 
served  as  a  staff  adviser  to  a  senior  and  a  sophomore  who  earned  credit  in 
the  Department  of  Recreation  for  their  participation  in  IUSA. 

Speaking  of  Books 

Until  this  year  this  program  had  been  sponsored  by  the  Library  Association. 
Now  financed  by  IUSA,  this  series  of  six  book  reviews  by  faculty  members  enjoyed 
a  come-back.  Approximately  70  people  attended  each  of  the  five  programs  held 
in  the  Union  Browsing  Room,  and  1;5>0  heard  Prof.  Paul  Landis  read  Dickens' 
Christmas  Carol. 

Student  Reception  for  Mew  President 

IUSA  will  sponsor  an  all-student  reception  honoring  President  and  Mrs.  Henry 
in  September.  The  event  is  planned  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  students 
to  meet  the  President  and  for  him  to  become  acquainted  with  them  early  in  the 
year. 


SERVICES  FOR  FACULTY  AND  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

The  Faculty  Social  Committee  was  inactive,  with  the  exception  of  the  annual 
reception  for  the  President  and  assistance  given  for  the  Town  and  Gown 
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reception.  However,  the  committee  will  have  a  budget  of  $500  for  1955-56 
so  that  it  will  resume  some  or  all  of  its  former  programs. 

The  Graduate -Staff  Social  Committee  increased  the  extent  of  its  program 
this  year  to  include  four  coffee  hours,  four  Saturday  evening  parties,  five 
evenings  of  play  reading,  and  ballroom  and  square  dancing  on  alternate 
Ilonday  evenings  from  October  through  June, 


195U  SUMMER  PROGRAMS 

Summer  programs  sponsored  by  IUSA  during  the  summer  of  195U  included  bridge 
nights,  record  couple  dances,  social  and  square  dances,  classical  music 
hours.  Film  Forums,  the  Summer  Prom,  the  Registration  Dance,  and  bridge  and 
chess  tournaments. 

Special  programs  included  lectures  by  Prof.  Bruce  Weirick  and  Mr.  Harry 
Payne  Reeves,  and  a  Punch  Bowl  Hour  to  welcome  visiting  lecturers  and  summer 
school  students.  The  Punch  Bowl  Hour  was  an  experimental  program,  held  in 
195^  for  the  first  time,  and  was  well  attended. 


TRENDS 


Programs 

Attendance  at  weekly  Saturday  dances  decreased  as  the  year  progressed. 
Orchestras  drew  larger  crowds  than  records,  and  the  change  from  a  60-cent  to 
a  IjO-cent  admission  charge  showed  a  slight  upswing  in  attendance.  January 
and  May  dances  had  smallest  attendance. 

Wednesday  night  hops  grew  more  popular  than  in  1953 -5^ •  Housing  groups 
having  exchanges  and  Wednesday  night  coke-daters  were  responsible  for  the  in- 
creased attendance. 

Continued  decrease  in  requests  for  Sunday  meetings  has  been  noted  by  the  Reserva- 
tions office. 

Jazz-U-Like-It  has  continued  to  be  popular^  perhaps  illustrating  the  trend 

noted  last  year  of  student  preference  for  the  small  event  and  intimate  atmosphere, 

Some  significant  changes  were  made  in  the  195U  Stunt  Show,  indicating  that 
the  students  may  be  ready  to  revamp  Stunt  Show  quite  radically  in  the  next  few 
years. 

Interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  Barbershoppers  committee  continued  to  grow. 

In  195U  the  total  number  of  tickets  sold  for  their  annual  show  was  lli9|  in  1955, 

111. 

Regarding  Spring  Carnival,   a  definite  trend  is  observable  in  the  interest  of 
student  groups  in  participating  in  the  show  and  movie  divisions,  with  a 
diminution  of  interest  in  audience-participation  and  walk-through  divisions. 
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Of  37  entries,   shows  had  18s  movies,   9}  walk-throughs,  $:  and  audience 
participation,   6. 

Personnel 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  reporter  assigned  to  cover  IUSA,  the  Daily  Illini 

showed  some  understanding  of  the  problems  of  IUSA,  especially  in  the "caie 

of  the  editorial  which  presented  facts  regarding  participation  of  in- 
dependents. 

Fewer  independent  students  hold  major  offices  than  previously.  Next  year 
there  will  be  no  senior  directors  who  are  independents  and  only  two  major 
chairmen  of  2h   who  are  independents.  Of  £5  students  who  applied  for  the 
latter  position,  only  four  are  non-fraternity,, 


Th« 


number  of  IUSA  workers  who  hold  major  house  offices  is  increasing, 


Chairmen  and  subchairmen  of  major  events  seem  to  have  an  excellent  chance 
for  promotion  within  IUSA.  The  Spring  Carnival  executive  committee  showed 
100,0  advancement  in  IUSA:  the  chairman  and  one  subchairman  became  directors 
ana  sax  subchairmen,  major  chairmen.  Of  the  High  School  Circus  executive 
committee,  all  but  two  advanced  to  higher  positions;  major  chairmen  and  two 
subchairmen  became  directors,  and  four  subchairmen,  major  chairmen. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  number  of  committees  and  to  have  more 
clearly  defined  duties  for  all  committees. 


RECOMMENDATIONS

That  the  Vice-President,  who  attends  Building  Staff  meetings,  v±ve  weekly 
reports  of  the  activities  of  Union  Board  and  present  information  obtained 
from  the  Building  Staff  to  Union  Board. 

That  a  report  from  Union  Council  be  given  at  every  Board  meeting. 

That  the  Board^ continue  its  present  policy  of  evaluating  both  itself  as  a 
group  and  its  individual  programs. 
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Recommendations  of  Staff  Members 

That  IUSA's  one -third  of  the  profits  from  International  Fair  be  directed 
to  a  scholarship  fund  for  student  members  of  IUSA. 

That  plans  for  a  High  School  Cheering  Contest,  withdrawn  because  of 
difficulties  in  determining  purpose,  be  revised  and  submitted  again  next 
year  by  the  High  School  Circus  committee.
